An ine.dent occurred at Mayfield joint 
debate, the importance of which was not 
seen by all who were present. Hardin had 
just delivered his Louisville speech, announc- 
ing his fealty to his old convict:ons, and 
the whole goldbug crowd was set by the 
ears. Strong efforts were made to have 
General Hardin modify his position in 
Mayfield, where he was to be called upon 
to state whether, in the event of his elec- 
tion, he would appoint a free silver man to 
a possible senatorial vacancy. When the 
invited guests were seated upon the plat- 
form from which the debaters were to talk 
in Mayfield, who should make his sudden 
appearance and take h’s seat thereon but 
Congressman James B. McCreary, the ad- 
ministration pet, who is running as a gold- 
bug against Joe Blackburn for the senate. 
The design of this scheme was to compel 
Hardin to soften h‘s statement, so as not 
to offend his listener. Colonel Bradley, 
speaking first, took occasion to taffy the 
goldbug visitor, thus drawing marked at- 
tention to his presence. When General Har- 
din arose to speak, he slowly analyzed the 
Chicago plank as re-enacted by the Louis- 
ville convention, drawing the deduction 
that it was a free silver plank, demanding 
silver coinage on equal terms with gold. 

“Who, then, would I nominate to a sena- 
torial vacancy?’ General Hardin asked, his 
eye set on McCreary; “a man who would 
vote for the free and equal coinage of silver 
with gold, and’’-—his voice growing louder— 
“one who would vote to loosen the clutch 
of foreign bondholders upon the throats of 
the people.’’ The applause was deafening. 

That was enough for McCreary, and he 
spent the rest of his stay with Bradley.

THREATENS T0 BOLT. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Friend, Benedict, 
Says Bank Notes Must Go. 


New York, August 23.—E. C. Benedict, 
well known in Wall street and for many 
years identified with the Chicago Gas Com- 
pany, is out with a statement in which he 
announces that unless the democratic party 
comes out squarely in favor of the retire- 
ment of greenback currency, he will vote 
against it and in favor of the party which 
does. The greenback, he declares to be 
valueless in time of need as a circulating 
medium and se:ves only as a pump to draw 
goid from the tréasury.. He said: 

“Silver worth only 62% cents is bad 
enough, but bad as it is, it is worth more 
than the greenback because it has some in- 
trinsic value. 
it is pecessary first to wipe out the worst 
forms in existence and then put most any- 
thing in their place.”’ 

Mr. Benedict is a personal friend of Mr. 
Cleveland. The president takes a trp 
every year on Mr. Benedict’s yacht and Mr. 
Bened:ct is always the first one in New 
York to know of a bond issue or a message 
from the president to congress. He had 
the news of the first bond issue while Mr. 
Carlisie was stating that there would not 
be one. Mr. Benedict is also said to have 
made a good thing out of knowing in ad- 
vance that Mr. Cleveland would issue a call 
for the extra session of congress two years 
ago. 
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SENATOR CALL’'S PROGRAMME. 


He Is To Make a Visit to a Number of 
Places in Florida. 


Jacksormville, Fia., August 23.—Senator 
Wilkinson Call has issued an open letter 
to the people of Florida, in which he an- 
nounces a list of visits to different 
parts of the state which are, as he ex- 
plains, simply for the  pvrpose of 
meeting the peuple who desire 
to see him and have a talk 
or discussion. He goes to some length 
into the discussion of state affairs, aiming 
his remarks at what he terms the corpora- 
tion rule party. He declares that a few men 
of great wealth have been sable to suppress 
by fraud the right of the people to vote and 
elect their own officers. He says the situa- 
tion in Florida is critical and he proposes 
next year to canvass every county in the 
state, commencing early in the spring, as 
@ candidate for re-election to the senate. 

Senator Call announces a list of appoint- 
ments for the different cities and towns of 
Florida, commencing at Pensacola on Oc- 
tuber Ist, and running through November 
9th. The proceeding is one rather unique 
in Florida politics and is creating some 
ccmment. 


PLEDGED TO HASTINGS, 


Anti-Quay Delegates Hold a Meeting 
in Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, August 2.—Forty-one of 
the delegates elected from this city to sup- 
port Governor Hastings at the republican 
statt conventiqn in Harrisburg next 
Wednesday met this afternoon at the re- 
publican city committee’s headquarters and 
pledged their support in voting for Govern- 
or Hastings for permanent chairman of the 
convention and to Colonel B. F. Gilkerson 
for re-election as chairman of the state 
committee. After the meeting, which was 
held in secret, it was announced that a cau- 
cus of the Hastings-Gilkeson delegates 
would be held

Cardinal Gibbons Returns from a 
Visit to Rome. 


SAYS THE POPE 18 IN GOOD HEALTH 


His Intellect Is Strong and His En- 
durance Is Wonderful. 


INTERESTED IN AMERICAN AFFAIRS 


The Cardinal Approves the Olosing of Sa- 
loons on Sunday and Says It Isa 
Good Thiag. 


~ 
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New York, August 23.—After a sixteen 
weeks’ trip to Europe and looking wonder- 
fully improved in health Cardinal Gibbons, 
the chief prelate of the Catholic church in 
the United States, arrived this afternoon 
on the Cunard liner Campania. He was 
given a most enthusiastic welcome. The 
Campania got in before she was expected, 
and slipping by Fire island, got into quar- 
antine beforé the delegation from Detroit 
and Baltimore'could catch the revenue cut- 
ter which had been placed at the cardinal’s 
disposal. 

When the Campania arrived at quaran- 
tine, shortly before 2 o’clock, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, surrounded by a party of Catholic 
clergy, stood on the starboard side forward 
and waved his hat to the only friend who 
succeeded in catching the cutier Chandler, 
Joseph T. Keiley, an attache of the treas— 
ury department, and the son of Major John 
D. Kieley, city treasurer of Brooklyn, a 
personal friend of the cardinal and at 
whose home he will pass the night. 

Cardinal Gibbons looked weil. His eyes 
sparkled with health and his cheeks 
rounded out considerably, bore unmis- 
takable evidence of having been in com- 
munion with the sun and wind on the way 
over. From the Chandler the cardinal 
stepped to the Manhattan and was taken 
to the Cunard dock at the foot of Morton 
street. On the way up North river his 
eminence, with his usual graciousness, 
talked willingly of his trip. 

“My health,” he said, “is magnificent. 
Why,” he continued, and his eyes sparkled, 
“even my stomach is all right now.’”’ 

Then he went on: “Since I left these 
shores in May last, I have enjoyed every 
moment of my trip. I have seen new faces 
and grasped the hands of old friends. Both 
have given me pleasure, and today under 
this beautiful sun, I am a well and very 
happy man,”’ ? 

As the Manhattan crossed the bay and 
got over out of the current near the Bay 
Ridge shore, the green hills of Staten 
island, with scores of pretty yachts riding 
at anchor in their shade, attracted the at- 
tention of the cardinal, and baring his 
head and taking a long breath he said: 

“Ah! my beautiful country; the only one 
in the world for me.” 

A moment later the impatience of his 
friends to greet him was shown by the ap- 
pearance of the tug Scandanavian with a 
party of 115 Baltimore clergymen on board. 
The boats came alongside and the tug 
party got on the Manhattan, which then 
proceeded up the bay. 

No Supplimentary Letter. 

Cardinal Gibbons when asked about his 
visit to the pope said: 

“My visit to Rome was not of special 
significance to the Catholic church. It was 
perfunctory and is a visit which we are 
supposed to make at certain periods.’ 

“Will the pope write a supplementary let- 
ter on American church affairs?’ he was 
asked. 

‘There was no necessity of our discuss- 
ing such a letter,’’ he replied, ‘and I do not 
think he will write one. My several visits 
to the pope gave me much pleasure. He 
is really a wonderful man, and his physical 
condition for a man of eighty-six years is 
truly phenomenal. He is a trifle more 
stooped than he was eight years ago, when 
I saw him last, but his intellect is bright 
and strong, and his power of endurance is 
simply wonderful. He is in better health 
now than he was eight years ago. 

“The pope,’”’ continued his eminence, “has 
a delightful personality and is wonderfully 
entertaining. We talked generally of the 
American church and political institutions, 
about which he is decidedly enthusiastic 
and for the future of which he is hopeful. 
He wrote me a beautiful letter concerning 
the future of the Catholic university in 
America and referred to the opening of 
several new chairs in October next. On 
these subjects and many others of peculiar 
interest to Americans, he is truly and 
greatly interested and his observations on 
these matters evinces a long and thorough 
study of them.”’ 

“Another American institution in which 
the pope is interested,’’ continued the car- 
dinal. “is the summer schools here, one 
of which is in New York and another in 
Madison, Wis. He approves of the idea 
and speaks confidently of their future. 
American political institutions have consti- 
tuted a subject of special study and reflec- 
tion by the pope and for them he has ex- 
pressed in a letter to me the most profound 
admiration. The American conception of 
what constitutes liberty is fully approved 
by the pope, who thought our idea was the 
true one.’’ 

“Did you discuss the labor question with 
the pope?’ he was asked. 

“I believe,’ said the cardinal, refiectively, 
“that he considers the labor question— 
that is generally, you will understand— 
as settled. We did not discuss i at 
length.”’ 

He Approves Roosevelt. 

Regarding the government and the 
church in Frarce, the cardinal was asked 
if there had not been some friction there 
about the imposition by the government 
of a certain tax on ecclesiastical institu- 
tions. After a little hesitation, Cardinal 
Gibbons answered thoughtfully: 

“Well, yes, there has been some discon.

I 
like the spirit expressed and can say that 
in Bavaria and in Holland the Sabbath 
was kept more sacredly than in other 
countries I visited. I might add that in 
other countries in Europe, I was much 
distressed by the almost total absence of 
a proper appreciation of the sanctity of 
the Sabbath. Men and women worked in 
the fields; artisan and carpenter worked 
at their trade, and storekeepers sold their 
wares. It grieved me. I hope there will be 
a change soon. .

Ottawa, Ont., August 23.—The interest

WILL SEARCH FOR MORA’S WILL. 


Heirs Anxious To Divide That Spanish 
Money. 

New York, August 23.—It is likely that 
the priceedings which were recently tak- 
en here in the surrogate’s court for the 
grunting of letters of administration upon 
the estate of Joseph Marie Mora, who 
died in Rio Janeiro, Brazth, in November, 
1892, will have to be discontinucd, and 
proceedings of a different nature taken 
for the purpose of prosecuting the claim 
to a portion of the award not long since 
made by the Spanish government of $1,- 
500,000 for the seizure and embargo of prap- 
erty in Cuba during the revolution -of 
1868-78. The heirs of Jose Maria Mora claim 
that they are entitled to one-half of the 
award, as their father was a partner with 
Antonio Maximo Mora in the sugar plan- 
tation and other property which was seiz- 
ed by the Spanish authorities. Under the 
application for the issuance of letters of 
administration under which citations have 
been issued, the petitioner, Jose Manual 
Mora, a son of Jose Maria Mora, stated 
that his father had left no will. It now 
appears that he executed a will on July 
10, 1865. This fact is brought out by an 
affidavit made by Jose Ignacio Rodriguez, 
of Washington, which was filed today in 
the surrogate’s court. The affidavit of 
Rodriquez is based upon a letter which 
he recently received from Jcaquin Lancis, 
a notary of Havana. This notary in his 
letter says that Don Jose Maria Mora, on 
July 10, 1865, executed, before Notary Au- 
gustin Valerio, a closed last will and tes- 
tament in duplicate. One copy he took 
away by himself and the other was left 
in the custody of the notary in charge of 
the general archives of the  proctocol 
in Havana. This has never been opened. 

In view of the fact that the execution 
of the will has been discovered, in all prob- 
ability proceedings will have to be taken 
to discover the will and have it probated.

Madrid, August 23.—Rafael Castener, 
leader of the recent rising at Chovar, with 
one of his lieutenants, was arrested in an 
inn near Chelva, near valencia. The gov- 
ernment denies that the prevalent risings 
have a republican tendency, but thé author- 
ities nevertheless are taking the strictest 
precautions against further disturbances.

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YIELD OF WHEAT. 


Secretary Morton Denies a Report 
Sent Out. 

Washington, August 23.—A dispatch ap- 
peared in some western papers.a day or 
two ago to the effect that the department 
of agriculture thad revised its report on 
winter wheat by increasing the average 
yield per acre from 9% to 10 bushels. This 
would indicate an increase in the total 
yield aggregating 11,000,000 bushels. Secre- 
tary ‘Morton and Statistician Robinson this 
afternoon requested the statement to be 
made that mo dispatch of this kind had 
been authorized by any one connected with 
the department and that it has no founda- 
tion in fact. 


BELONGS TO THE COLONY, 


Wayland Was Not Willing To Practice 
What He Preached, 


Greensburg, Ind., August 23.—Julius C. 
Wayland, editor of The Coming Nation, 
a socialist paper, about fourteen months 
ago moved the plant from this city to 
his “Model Colony” at Ruskin, Tenn.

Way- 
land refused, but the court compelled 
him to turn the plant, valued at $20,000 over 
to the colony.

SAID TO HAVE CAUSED THE RIOTS 


He Is Ordered To Rebuild the Mis- 
sions and Pay Indemnity. 


HIS. RECORD IS A VERY BAD ONE 


Evidently He Had Itin for Foreigners. 
Minister Denby’s Course Is Not 
Understood at Washington. 


Washington, August 23.—Not a line has 
been received at the state department for 
more than a week from Charles Denby, 
United States minister at Peking, and there 
is good reason to believe that he has pro- 
crastinated with regard to the instructions 
sent him concerning the investigatian into 
the Kucheng massacre. That the state de- 
partment is dissatisfied with Denby’s dila- 
tory course is a miild way of putting the 
situation, and it is said the minister is 
in serious danger of being recalled if he 
cannot furnish a satisfactory explanation 
of his failure to make arrangements with 
the tsung li yamen, or the board of foreign 
affairs, for the granting of full authority 
to the American commissioners on the Ku- 
cheng board of inquiry, to freely investi- 
gate all the circumstances relating to the 
massacre. In justice to Mr. Denby it 
should be said that the state department 
does not blame him for not having se- 
cured all that is desired, because the mat- 


ter of declination or compliance with the 
department’s wishes rests with the tsung 
li yamen, but he has been found wanting 
in not keeping the Washington govern- 
ment informed of the progress of events, 
presumably neglecting to carry out his in- 
structions to press matters. 

The belief at the department is that Mr. 
Denby has taken umbrage because the sug- 
gestions from this government as to the poli- 
cy to be purg@ued by him do not agree with 
his own ideas, and for that reason is not 
doing all that he has been directed to do, 
Mr. Denby’s attitude is likely to cause him 
serious trouble, and if he is not heard from 
soon, his official position will be placed in 
jeopardy, 

The alleged failure of the minister to 
press the question of the Ku Cheng inquiry 
with the Chinese government has caused 
the situation to become complicated. 

As stated in these dispatches yesterday, 
the hasty and unexpected departure of 
Consul’ Hixson and Ensign Evans from 
Fuo-Chow to Ku Cheng before they had 
been fully authorized to conduct the in- 
quiry in behalf of the United States, has 
resulted in bringing the investigation to a 
standstill.

captain has boen invested with any more 
authority to investigate than is possessed 
by Messrs. Hixson and Evans, although 
the presumption at the department yester- 
day was that Mr. Denby had secured for 
him the satisfactory credentials which he 
has been directed to obtain, but has failed 
to report how he fared in making the re- 
quests, if, indeed, he has made it at all. 

Prior to the recent instructions to Mr. 
Denby, with reference to which he has 
seemingly failed to comply, his course was 
entirely satisfactory to the state depart- 
ment and there was every reason to believe 
that his coWwdemnation by meetings of 
Americans at Shanghai for alleged inac- 
tivity was exceedingly unjust in view of 
his past reccrd. 

It would be a serious matter for the gov- 
ernment to recall Mr. Denby during the 
present critical stage of our relations with 
Chira. The presence of a minister at Pek- 
ing is absolutely necessary. 

Liu Has a Bad Record. 

The news contained in press dispatches 
from Shanghai that Liu Ping Chang, the 
degraded viceroy of Szu Chuan, had been 
‘appointed imperial high commissioner to 
investigate the outrages on the English 
missionaries, has not been confirmed of- 
ficially through any dispatch received at 
the state department, but when such con- 
firmation does come, the resentment of this 
government is likely to be made known in 
such a manner that China will realize 
how much in earnest the United States 
is in bringing the Ku Cheng massacre to 
a conclusion satisfactory to this country. 

Liu’s record as contained in official com- 
munications received at the department 
this month is not calculated to impress the 
United States with a belief in any desire 
on his part to make an impartial inquiry. 
On August 9th a bulky packet came to 
the department from Mr. Jernigan, the 
United States consul general at Shanghai. 
It contained copies of statements made 
to Mr. Jernigan by American missionaries 
in respect to the looting of their property 
at Cheng Tu and other mission stations 
by «Chinese fanatics, and several of the 
writers made grave charges against the 
viceroy. Spencer Lenir, one of the Ameri- 
cans who wrote Mr. Jernigan, claimed in 
his letter that the viceroy would give no 
protection to the missionaries because, 
“as he had degraded and was soon to be 
recalled, he was bent on giving a parting 
hit both at the foreigners, whom he hated, 
and the government.” Mr. Lenir also says 
that when the flames burst out in the 
Roman Catholic bishop’s residence at 
Cheng Tu, scarcely a stone’s throw from 
the viceroy’s yamen, the viceroy is said 
to have remarked that this was a matter 
for his successor to attend to. 

According to Mr, Lenir it was only after 
everything had been quite destroyed that 
the viceroy made an effort to restore or- 
der, in the meantime having sent telegrams 
that a mutilated child had been found at 
a foreigner’s place, with the result that 
nearly all the natives believed the story. 

When the Cheng Tu riots took place, it 
was claimed to have spread stories that 
the missionaries were killing children. It 
is probable that Mr. Denby will be in- 
structed to request the Chinese govern- 
ment to revoke Liu’s commission, on the 
ground of his actions at Cheng Tw and 
his hostility to foreigners.

THINK EUSTIS IS SLOW 


In Bringing the Waller Case to an 
Adjustment. 

Washingtong August 23.—The failure of 
Mr. Eustig, ambassador to France, to notify 
the state department that he has taken 
advantage of the permission so grudgingly 
granted by the French government to visit 
ex-Consul Waller in prison, where he is con- 
fined, is viewed with much concern by the 
officials, and it is said that h:s conduct of 
the office at Paris is not satisfactory to the 
administration. There is author.ty for the 
statement that he is believed to be devoting 
himself more consistently to social func- 
tions than to his official dutics. The state 
department has been unremitting in its 
attempt to bring the Waller case to a 
speedy adjustment, but it is said that Mr. 
Eustis has not been sufficiently active in 
his co-operation. 

Diplomatic procedure is very slow and 
for this reason much criticism of the 
state department for alleged “nactivity has 
been caused. It would seem, from inquiry 
in official circles today, that while these 
complaints are considered to be unjust, 
the department thinks that Mr. Eustis has 
given suffictent evidence of a failure to re- 
alize the urgency of bringing the Waller in- 
cident to a speedy termination, not only 
on the ground off humanity, in view of 
Waller's poor health, but because of the 
great principle involved. 

In response to the urgent request of Act- 
ing Secretary Adee that Ambassador Eustis 
send a representative to visit ex-Consul 
Waller in prison, near Marseilles, the state 


department today rece.ved a cablegram from 


Mr. Eustis that upon the return of the 
French minister of foreign affairs to Paris, 
after an absence of some duration, he and 
Mr. Eustis had come to an understanding 
regarding the designatton of deputies to be 
sent to Clairvaux and see Waller, who is 
confined at that place. Newton B. Eustis, 
the second secretary, and Mr. Alexander, 
the counsel of the embassy, have been dele- 
grated by the ambassador and all necessa- 
ry orders issued to insure their access to 
the prisoner. They were to start on their 
errand today. 


An Old Story. 

“That's an old story,” said Acting Secre- 
tary McAdco today when shown the pub- 
lished dispatch that Commander Thomas 
Perry, of the United States gunboat Cas- 
tine, had declined to salute the French 
flag at Tamatave, Madagascar, where he 
tad gone in connection with the case of ex- 
Consul Waller. A report from the com- 
mander on the incident was received some 
time ago, but the department has neither 
approved nor disapproved of his course, 
a'thoughk it is prubable that silence in this 
instance meant indorsement. It appears 
from Commander Perry's report that. there 
was some friction between himself and 
French officials over his inquiries into the 
Waller mattez, the French resenting his 
official dealings with the native, or Hovas, 
authorities. The United States have never 
recognized the French protectorate over 
Madagascar. 


Must Wait for the Documents.

transcript of the proceedings of the court- 
Madagascar arrives in 
Paris. 


ZELLA WANTS MORE MONEY. 


Files a New Claim Against George 
Gould for $50,000 Damages. 

New York, August 23.—(Special.)}—Now 
comes Mrs. Roseila Ruhman, or Zella Nic- 
claus, as she is better known, and  de- 
mands $50,000 from George Gould for strik- 
ing her, as she alleges. Lawyer Simpson 
filed a motion in the supreme court yester- 
day to amend the present petition praying 
for $40,000 to reimburse his client. for a 
check which Mr. Gould, it is alleged, took 
from her, by adding another count praying 
for $50,40 damages. 

He will apply to Judge Lippincott Satur- 
day for permission to add the new cause 
of action. If his motion is not granted and 
the check and the assault issues cannot be 
joined, Mr. Simpson will bring a separate 
suit to get the $50,000. 

The alleged assault took place in this 
city in March, 1893, shortly before Mrs. 
Nicolaus went with Ruhman to Europe. 
It is alleged that “the defendant, with 
force and arms, made an assault upon the 
said plaintiff and wounded, struck and ill 
treated her so that her life was despaired 
of and did injury to the plaintiff against 
the peace of the state and to the damage 
of the plaintiff of 360,000.” 

Mr. Gould is a passenger on the Ameri- 
can steamer Paris, now on her way to 
New York. He will not be arrested, and 
Attorney Simpson says that any report to 
that effect is unfounded. D. D. Duncan, 
of 1% Broadway, one of Mr. Gould’s attor- 
neys, said that the charge of assault was 
utterly false, as would be shown, and in- 
sinuated trat the action was brought for 
the purpose of harassing his client. He 
said that Mr. Gould would fight the suit 
of Mrs. Nicolaus to the bitter end.

NO HOPE FOR I? NOW 


England Is Unalterably Opposed to an 
International Monetary Conference. 


JUST AS THE SILVER MEN HAVE SAID 


We Must Proceed Independently 
To Secure Bimetallism. 


MUST GO IT ALONE IF WE WANT IT 


Speaker Crisp Is Said To Have Gone Abroad 
To Learn at First Hand the Sen- 
timent in Burope 


Washington, August 23.—(Special.)—Mr. 
Balfour’s statement in the house of com- 
mons yesterday that an international agree- 
ment for the coinage of silver could not 
be reached, has created much comment 
here. It confirms the position taken by the 
free silver democrats that there was no 
hope of an international agreement unless 
it was forced by the actual inauguration 
of the free and independent coinage of 
silver by the United States. 

Mr. Balfour’s statement, therefore, does 
not come as a surprise to the silver men. 
They have been looking for it. It is in 
consonance with their views, held from the 
moment of the ascertainment of the great 
@onservative victory in England. They 
knew Mr. Balfour’s personal feelings in 
the premises, but they predict&i that silver? 
could not materially benefit from them. 
And so it proves to be. For all that he is 
the leader of the largest majority in the 
house, of commons in modern tinies, Mr> 
Balfour can do nothing toward the rehabil- 
itation of silver as redemption money. This 
announcement is a source of comfort to 
the free coinage men. They hail it as sim- 
plifying the issue in this country. In their 
opinion, the settlement of the question has, 
for six years, at least, been retarded by 
glittering promises of securing England's. 
aid in the fight. And yet it has never been 
among the prababilities to enlist England 
in the cause, The old evasion, therefore, 
is no longer serviceable. England is not 
in it, and can no longer be used by the 
men who have been hiding behind her. 

The question is now thought to be strip- 
ped of all incumbrances. It must be de- 
cided purely in its relation to the policy of 
this country. An international agreement 
is pronounced improbable by an authority 
from which there would appear to be no 
appeal, # 

Growing out vf the discussion of this 
subject is an explanation of the visit‘abroad 
of Mr. Crisp. The ex-spesker is a mem+

ago Mr. Crisp became satisfied that a cong 
ference ‘was unlikely, and that it was to 
acquaint himself at first hands with the 
views of foreign statesmen on the silver 
question that he went abroad. His friends 
agreed with him and advised the trip. They 
pointed out that as leader of the minority 
in the next house, where the finances, are 
certain to be so strongly debated, he would 
need all the information he could acquire, 
and that it should be of the most reliable 
character.

THE COTTON REPORTS ARE BEARISH. 


Wheat Declines Heavily—Coro is Also 
Of—PFewer Fatlures This Week Than 
for Same Week Last Year.

New York, August %.—Bradstreet’s to- 

4 w will say: 
othe volume of general trade through- 
out the east, south, southwest and on the 
Pacific coast is no larger in volume, In 
fact, at several southern and eastern cen- 
ters rather more quiet is reported than a 
week ago. 

“The price of cotton is up again on fur- 
ther reports of damage to the crop. A dis-\ 
patch from Dallas to Bradstreet’s says the 
north Texas crop will be later than last 
year and 20 per cent smaller in yield. The 
price is now about 2 cents higher than a 
year ago and cotton goods, notably ging- 
hams, have been marked up in sympathy. 
Not only has Bessemer pig and forge irons 
been advanced in price again this week, 
but so have steel billets and barbed wire, 
wire nails and wire rods, Leaf tobaccd, 
too, tends upward. Among staples which 
have remained tirm are wool, lumber, cop- 
per, coal and leather. Petroleum tends 
downward, and eight food products—flour, 
wheat, corn, oats, pork, lard, sugar and 
coffec—present lower quotations. The out- 
look for oats would suggest moderate 
prices, as would that for corn, and hence 
for cattle, pork and lard. Sugar is arbt- 
trarily marked down, but wheat should 
go down in view of accepted estimates of 
giort supplies at home and abroad is not 
go clear. At the south grocery, hardware 
and dry goods jobbers are relatively most 
active. General trade is as favorable as 
anywhere else south in the Carolinas and 
Gecrgia. The Louisiana rice crop is esti- 
mated at 1,500,000 bags. Needed rains have 
fallen in South Carolina. General trade 
at the south is practically waiting ‘until 
the cotton begins to move.’ 

“On the Pacific coast business is not 
particularly active. The Oregon as well 
as the California crop is short.” 

; What Dun & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dvn & Co., in their weekly review 
of trade tomorrow, will say: 

“The volume of business shrinks, as is 
natural, in August, and the shrinkage 
geems rather larger than usual because 
transactions in July were somewhat in- 
fiated for that month rhe settlement of 
wages in the window glass works fore- 
shadows higher prices, and the carpet 
workers about Philadelphia, by proposing 
to accept higher wages after September 
16th, broke the ranks of employers so that 
mearly all consented to an advance of 7% 
per cent on Tharsday. The strikes of 
clothing workers progress every day toward 
better wages for the employes. The price 
of wheat has fallen 3% cents during the 
week, recovering a fraction on ThuTsday, 
in spite of all efforts to hold back supplies 
from farms and to encourage buying. 
Wheat ought to go abroad frecly at present 
prices, but Atlantic exports, flour included, 
have been cnly 1,352,602 bushels for the 
week against 2,694,764 last year and for four 
weeks only 4,348,432 bushels against 10,937,447 
last year. Impressive stories of short crops 
abroad have little weight in the presence 
of such a record, and the abstention of 
foreign purchasers proves more effective 
than the withholding of wheat by western 
farmers. Naturally the 57-cent wheat of 
the Pacific coast still goes forward freely 
in place of the Atlantic supplics. Corn has 
also declined 4%, cents, while pork and 


' Yard, with accustomed inconsistency, rose 


® shade as corn declines, Cotton has ad- 
vanced a fraction to 7.15 cents without any 
definite change in crop prospects, and as 
usual the immense volume of stocks carried 
over in mills and commercial hands here 
and abroad, about 3,000,000 bales American, 
is by most traders not appreciated. 

“It is a relicf to turn to the great in- 
dustries, in which the enormous orders 
placed some weks or months ago, cause 
phenomenal activity for the season. In 
iron, notwithstanding some uneasiness be- 
cause the output has greatly increased, 
heavy purchases by two leading companies 
have advanced the price of bessemer 50 
cents and a new combination has raised 
galvanized barbed wire to $1.80, while com- 
binations are being formed in wire rods 
and common wire, and an advance in 
prices is expected. 

“Other prices are unchanged, and the new 
erders for iron and steel products are not 
at present large. In boots and shoes the 
shipments on old orders wgain exceed 
those of any previous year for the monthi 
thus far. and yet in almcst every branch 
the new orders are very scanty, although 
Prices of boots and shoes, of leather and 
also of hidas, are very firmly nr aintained, 

‘In ectton goods the demand is rather 
more active, as the price of the raw ma- 
terial advances, but otherwise the business 
has not materially changed, and the quo- 
tation for print cloths is a Shade lower 
this week. Sales of wool are again smaller 
than im 1692, but the speculative buyers 
still hold prices wery stiffly, and are sup- 
ported by the strength in foreign markets. 

No marked change appears in demand for 
woolen goods, but there is increasing ap- 
prehension shown by agents regarding. the 
extensive Sales of foreign woolens.

Court . Here Monday. 


HE COMES UP FROM SAVANNAH 


Will Consider a Case Concerning the Geer 
gia Central—He Is Now Down on 
the Coast. 


Judge Don A. Pardee, of New Orleans, 
will hold a especial session of the circuit 
court in Athanta Monday. 

The businéss to come Before the court will 
be the shaping of the Central railroad liti- 
gation so that georganization may be per- 
fected. 

The cases are styled as follows: The 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company versus 
the Central Railroad of Georgia and the 
Central Trust Company versus the Savan- 
nah and Western. 

Judge Pardee telegraphed Mr. 0O.° C. 
Fuller, clerk of the circuit court, yesterday 
that there would be a special session of 
the southern circuit court of Georgia, too, 
if necessary to finish the work that is to 
come up. 

It is believed that this will be the start- 
ing of the execution of the plans for the 
Central's reorganization, and that the plans 
will be pushed forward ‘to @ speedy com- 
pletion. 

As is already known the Central is to be 
reorganized on quite a different basis from 
that under which the old Richmond and 
Danville and the old Bast Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia were taken in by the 
Southern. The Central is to be called the 
Georgia Ceutral and will be reorganized in 
@ way ‘that will not disturb the separate 
organization apart and distinct from the 
Southern. 

It will Rave a board of Mrectors and a 
president and all the other executive and 
operating officers common to railway com- 
panies. 

The Southern people, however, will own a 
controling interest in the road. They will 
have a majority of the holdings and will 
have @ majority in the board of directors. 

This will not interfere with the opera- 
tion of the road, and it will be run separate 
and distinct from the Southern in a way 
that will make it as independent as any 
railroad corporation. 

There is a great deal of interest in the 
movement for the Central’s reorganization. 
Many things in the way of rwilroad pro- 
gress in the south have been resting on it 
lately. 

As soon as the reorganization is per- 
fected the Southern wijl begin the construc- 
tion of the new union passenger station 
here in Atlanta. 

Nothing can be done in this direction now 
for the reason that the Central is not in 
shape to act in the matter and will not 
be in position to join the Southern in the 
undertaking until it has been reorganized 
according to the plans of the committee. 

There was for a long time some fear 

that the Savannah and Western* people 
would not come into the reorganization of 
the Central, but would pull out and form 
@ separate system of railroads independent 
of the Central, with which it has been tled 
so long. 
This sort of talk, however, has blown 
over and the Simon Borg committee has ac. 
cepted the terms of reonganization with 
certain compromises which the Southern 
people were willing to make. 


CONTESTED ELECTION CASES. 


Clerk Kerr Considering Cases on the 
- Docket. 

Washington, August 23.—Clerk Kerr, of 
the house of representatives, has begun 
the consideration of the contested election 
cases in the fifty-fourth congress remain- 
ing on his docket, but there is little proba- 
bility of anything being done owing to the 
expiration of the time limit within which 
proceedings in contest may be prosecuted. 
There are twenty-nine contested cases in 
all, and of these but four remain to be dis- 
posed of, so far as the clerk of the house is 
concerned, 

On the 15th of this month the case of 
Beatty vs. Price, third Louisiana district, 
vais taken up, but indefinitely postponed 
because the testimony had not been com- 
pleted and the ninety days within which 
all testimony must be taken had long since 
expired. The case of Colman vs. Buck, 
twenty-second Louisiana district, will be 
called tomorrow in the office of the clerk. 
Neither of the other two cases will be con- 
sidered by the clerk. In the case of Belk- 
nap vs. McGann, third Nlinois district 
(Chicago), not a paper was Treceived in 
Washington until last week, the postpone- 
ment of action in Chicago having been due 
to an agreement between the parties. The 
same condition of e@ffairs is found in the 
case of J. Murry Mitchell vs. James J. 
Walsh, in the eighth New York district. No 
papers have been filed and the only record 
of a contest with which the officers of the 
house are acquainted are newspaper 4ac- 
counts, Congress, however, can deal with 
the subject as it deems best, and if the 
precedents of the past are followed, the 
testimony in these cases will be ordered to 
be printed. In but one of the twenty-five 
cases considered by the clerk, has the brief 
been filed, and this came in Monday. This 
is the contested case of John I. Rinaker, 
democrat, vs. Finiese Dowing, republican, 
in the sixteenth Illinois district. 


WOODHOUSE TALKS ABOUT HAWATI,

STILL NO NEWS OF THE BOY. 


He Has Been Missing Since July 3d—A 
Reward Offered. 

Rome, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—Inter- 
est in one of those mysterious tragedies 
that occasionally occur in the north Geor- 
gia mountains is revived in the offer of 
a reward for information of the where- 
abouts of Jimmie Smith, of Pond Spring, 
Ga. 

Jimmie was the half-grown son Of Nel- 
son D. Smith, a prosperous farmer living 
some distance above here, and on Wednes- 
day, July 3d last, he mounted a horse be- 
longing to his father and rode off, pre- 
sumably on a visit to the home of a neigh- 


bor. 

Night came and he failed to return, and 
his parents, becoming uneasy about him, 
instituted a vigorous search for him. 

Thursday the searching party heard of 
him some distance from home as having 
been seen late in the afternoon riding in 
the direction of his father’s farm, 

Later on the horse which he rode came 
dashing up to a farm house with the sad- 
die and bridle on, and was caught and 
stabled to await the arrival of the owner. 

Some time time afterwards a youth of 
about the same age appeared and claimed 
the horse, stating that the animal was 
his father’s propeity and had Deen stolen 
from him the night before, and took the 
horse away’. 

When Mr. Smith heard of that he be- 
came more alarmed than ever. 

An Arrest Made. 

He swore out a warrant for the young 
man and he was placed in jail and Kept 
there for some time pending an investiga- 
tion of the mysterious affair. 

Finally, as there was no evidence 
aga#nst him, he wsvas released and the 
search for the missing boy given up. 
There were several theories as to his 
disappearance, Some thought tnat he 
simply tired of home hife and left for new 
fields. Others held to the idea that he 
had been murdered, while many thought 
that his disappearance was due to some 
unaccountable accident that had occurred 
to him, leaving no clew to the manner of 
his taking off. 

A Modest Reward. 

Now the father offers the modest reward 
of $20 for i'formation of nis whereabouts,

THE BULLEF LODGES NEAR THE HEART 


Banker and Farmer Were Discussing a 


Settlement for Some Cotton—Father 
and Son in Jail. 


Dawson, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—Judge } 


J. B. Perry, president of the state bank of 
Dawson, was shot here today by a tenant 
named J. T. McCrae, who lived on one of 
Judge Perry’s farms. McCrae, who had 
sold some cotton, was arguing with Judge 
Perry about some money affairs conneaed 
with the sale. 

The conversation took place in front of 
the bank, Judge Perry being seated in a 
chair and McCrae in a window. McCrae’s 
son, Sam, was just outside the window. 

The argument grew heated and both men 
Sprang to their feet. Young McCrae rushed 
in the bank and as he turned in the door 
Judge Perry reached behind him for a 
walking stick leaning against the wall, 
while the elder McCrae threw his hand to 
his hip pocket, 

Judge Perry struck with his stick and 
almost instantly came the report of the 
pistol, which some say was handed by 
young McCrae to his father. The pistod 
was a cheap affair of 32-caliber. 

Judge Perry threw his hand to his heart 
and cried out: 

‘I’m killed!’’ 

The cashier of the bank, the teller, Mr. 
John Mercer, son-in-law of Judge Perry, 
and Mr, P. B. Perry, nephew of Judge 
Perry, rushed out together, seized the as- 
Sailant and tore his pistol from him. In a 
few moments he was on his way to jail and 
Judge Perry was hurriedly taken home in 
a& wagon. 

Drs. Dean and Cheatham were summoned 
and probed for the ball. The bullet was de- 
flected to the right by the breastbone and 
lodged on the left side, below the heart. 

Though suffering great pain, Judge Perry 
is not believed to be in danger. The shoot- 
ing took place at 11:40.o’clock. During the 
afternoon young McCrae was also arrested. 
Both father and son are now trying to ar- 
range for bail. Judge Perry is seventy 
years old and is one of the most wealthy 
and prominent citizens of Dawson. McCrae 
is about forty-five years old. 


MISS BRUNSON WAS IN COLUMBUS. 


She Spent Two Weeks There jLast 
Winter Teaching Elocution. 

Columbus, Ga,, August 23.—(Special.)— 
Miss Annie Brunson, the young woman 
from Fort Valley, who a few days ago 
became insane in New York city, an ac- 
count of which was published in today’s 
Constitution, is known by a number: of 
Columbus people, she having sp<at about 
two weeks in this city during last winter. 
Miss ‘Brunson represented herself here 
being a teacher of elocution and she came 
here for the purpose of engaging in her 
profession. During her stay in Columbus 
she made a number of acquaintances and 
was presumably getting along very nice- 
ly in securing an elocution class, when 
she unceremoniously left, going, it is said, 


to Fort Valley to look after a law suit in } 


which she was imterested and which was 
about to be tried. The suit, Miss Brunson 
stated to friends here, was over the estate 
of General Anderson, one of whose heirs 
she was. . 

Nothing has ever been heard from her 
here since she went to Fort Valley. Miss 
Brunson had a fine maltese cat to whicn 
she was greatly attached and the animal | 
was equally fond of its mistress, which 
it missed when she left the hotel at which 
she was stopping, it being evidently her 
intention to return. The best care was 
taken of the pet, but it died in a few 
weeks from grief over the departure of its 
devoted owner, The unfortunate woman 
was reared in Griffin by a relative, a Mrs, 
Crittendon. She is @seaid to be about forty 
years of age and is a highly accomplished 
lady. 


WELL KNOWN IN GEORGIA, 


Miss Brunson Lived a Namber of Years 
at Griffin. 

Fort Valley, Ga., August 23.—(pecial.)— 
In today’s Constitution appeared an article 
stating that Miss Annie Brunson had be- 
come insane in New York and claimed to 
have come from Fort Valley, A represen- 
tative of The Constitution learned that 
Miss Annie Brunson was from Charleston, 
S. C.. and was related to General Wade 
Hampton. When quite young, her father 
and mother both died and she was thrown 
upon the world with no resources and no 
imrd@ediate relatives except ‘hr brother, 
who was in feeble health. _ 

Mrs. M. E. Crittendon, of Griffin, hearing 
of Miss Brunson, wrote to her and the 
young lady went to her home, where she 
remained for about nine years. Some time 
ago she left Griffin and went to Columbus, 
from whence she came to Fort Valley and 
remained several weeks with the family 
of Mrs. C. G. Anderson, who are related 
to Mrs. Crittendon. From here she went 
to Cordele and to several points in Florida, 
where she taught elocution. She was a 
bright and gifted woman and was prepar- 
ing a book on elocution, From Florida she 
went to New York, where D, Appleton & 
Co. had agreed to publish her book. She 
was in New York for this purpose when 
she became insane. She had no relatives 
here and is not known to possess any 
means. She was a gifted woman and there 
are many here who deeply regret her mis- 
fortune.

COURT IN BUTTS. 


The Grand Jurors Recommend That a 
New Courthouse Be Built. 


Jackson, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—Butts 
superior court practically adjourned today.

A WAR INCIDENT. | 


After Many Years a Yankee Yoteran 
Learos His Benefactor’s Name. 


WATER SAVED THE SOLDIER'S LIFE. 


Ever Since He Has Been Trying to Learn 
Who it Was That Gave Him sa 
Drink as He Lay Wounded. 


Athens, Ga., August 23.—(Special.)—An 
interesting war story comes to light from 
an incident that occurred at the battie of 
Antietam, which demonstrates that even 
the roar of cannon, the shot and 
shell, the crash of musketry and the cold 
ttoouch of the bayonet canrot drive from 
‘the breast of the soldier the spirit of kind- 
ness and humanity. 

This incident tells of the heroism and 
kindness of a confederate picket and the 
grateful remembrance of a wounded yan- 


kee, 

The battle of Antietam had been fin- 
ished for about thirty hours. The soldiers 
of Lee and McLellan were resting on their 
arms. after a direful conflict in which both 
sides had suffered terribly, and on the bat- 
tle field the dead and wounded were 
stretched out by the thousands. 

A young confederate picket was march- 
ing along his beat keeping vigil over the 
sleeping Army of Northern Virginia, Just 
out there were many of the federal dead 
and wounded. 

A faint cry came to the ears of the boy 
in gray. It was a gasping, despairing cry. 
“Water, water,” that was all that could 
be heard. The man who gasped out those 
words was dying slowly of thirst. 

The picket resolved to carry water to 
‘the wounded ‘yankee. Neay by was a 
spring and quickly the picket filled his can- 
teen and returned to his post. The wound- 
ed soldier was still begging for water but 
the question was how to get it to him. 
The picket knew he took his life in his 
hands, but dropping upon his knees he 
began crawling toward the dying federal. 
Two shots were discharged at him from 
‘tthe federal sharpshooters, but he kept 
steadily on until he reached the side of 
the wounded soldier. A wound in the 
thigh was letting the life blood slowly out, 
and tthe soldier, quenching his thirst, thank- 
ed the boy in gray for his kindness. The 
war was over right there and then between 
those two fellows. The picket then re- 
turned to his post and the incident passed 
into the realm of memory. 

Thirty-three years have passed since that 
night but the wounded yankee and the 
boy in gray are still in the land of the 
living. That drink of water saved the 
life of the wounded soldier, and he has 
always been grateful to the memory of 
the “Johnny reb’’ who gave him the cool- 
ing beverage on the field of Antietam, 

The federal soldier was Mr. B. L. Burr, 
who is now editor of The Tolland County 
Leader, of Rockford, Conn. For years he 
has been trying to find the name of the 
man who risked his life to bring him a 
drink of water, and has at last succeeded. 
Through some’ chance he happened to 
write to Major W. B. Pruitt, of this city, 
concerning the incident, and a few days 
since Major Pruitt in talking with a 
friend learned that ‘tthe confederate picket 
was Mr. Matt Norton, of Winterville, Ga. 

Mr. Burr was notified and he and Mr. 
Norton have entered into regular corre- 
spondence, giving each other maps de- 
scribing their ideas of how the lines were 
that day and everything goes to prove 
that Mr. Norton was the soldier who car- 
ried the water to Mr. Burr. Mr. Norton 
had long since forgotten the incident but 


‘now remembers & ‘perfectly. 


Suit for Damages. 


George Evans, colored, through his at- 
torney, Judge G. C. Thomas, of this city, 
asks 36,000 damages of Colonel James M. 
Smith, of Oglethorpe county. The papers 
in the case were sent to Atlanta today 
to be filed in the federal court of the north- 
ern judicial district of Georgia. 

Evans alleges that he is now a bona fide 
citizen of South Carolina, but that in_1894 
he was living in Jackson county, Geofgia, 
from whence he was sent to the chain gang 
for playing and betting at cards. He was 
carried to Colonel Smith’s camp and put 
to work on the farm. 

In the petition Evans alleges that be- 
cause one bundle of wheat he had tied 
came loose, the whipping boss struck him 
across the eye with a heavy leather strap, 
that his eye became inflamed and medicui 
attention was refused him and subsequently 
he lost signt in that eye and is now 
tareatened with loss of sight in his otner 
eye.

COSTA RICA COMES TO THE FRONT 


The Building uf That Government Started 
Yesterday—Other Work Going on 
atthe Exposition Grourds. 


Ten million tickets—tickets of all sizes, 
of all colors, of all shapes—a carioad of 
them. 

Tickets for axhibitors, for concession- 
aires, for visitors, for laborers—ten million 
tickets—the order was placed yesterday. 

For some time Chief Edmund A. Felder 
has had under consideration the bids of 
those who have offered to print the tickets 
to be used during the exposition. Many 
firms came forward and the rivalry of 
bidding was exciting, but it was not until 
yesterday morning that it was definitely 


given. 

Through its agents a Philadelphia firm 
made the best showing and after confer- 
ring with them for some time Mr. Felder 
decided to place the order with them, 
Then came the question as to how many 


tickets were wanted. 

At first the chief of the installation de- 
partment thought that he would give a 
comparatively small order so that they 
could be printed up in time for the opening 
day, but this appeared inconvenient and 
he decided to give in a full order. 

Consequently the agents vere notified 
that 10,000,000 tickets would be wanted Dy 
September i2th. This order will cover all 
the variety of passes to be used during 
the exposition, all tickets for exhibitors 
and concessionaires and all other styles. 

It is a vast undertaking, but Mr. Felder 
says that he has assurance that the tickets 
will be all up in time for the opening day.

Why Preserve the Treesf 
‘(From The Boston Globe. 

An additional reason why America should 
preserve her trees is being contributed by 
scientists, who anticipate that in the not 
far distant future the great motive power 
of civilization will be water, as related to 
gravitation, and electricity. 

Trees are the greatest water lifters. 
The wise men tell us that an oak tree of 
average size, with 700,000 leaves, lifts from 
the earth into the air about 123 tons of 
water during the five months it displays its 
foliage. 

From the leaves the water is evaporated 
and formed into clouds, which, 4epositing

Let Them Get Out. 

All over the country, in the east, the 
north, the west and the south, is to be 
o%served a tendency on the part of the 
goldbugs, who have heretofore been 
parading as democrats, to gravitate to- 
ward the republican party. This ten- 
dency is natural and inevitable. Men 
are irresistibly drawn to those who 
agree with them, and, as the republican 
party is responsible for the demonetiza- 
tion of silver, that organization is the 
natural home of those who believe in the 
single gold standard. 

That this is true recent developments 
abundantly prove. Take the case of Mr. 
Charles S. Fairchild, who was a mem- 
ber of Mr. Cleveland's first cabinet, and 
who is now one of the officers of the 
Wall and William Street Reform Club.

Now, as “sound” 

money is simply another name for the 

British gold standard, Senator Lindsay 

might as weil have said that he pro- 

poses to aid Bradley, the republican can- 

didate, who is also making speeches for 

“sound” money. The only difference is 

that Bradley doesn’t make any conceal- 

ments. He eomes right out and says 

that “sound” money means the single 

gold standard—the destruction of silver 

as the money of final payment. He de- 

clares, moreover, that if his party had 

made any other declaration, he would 

not only have refused to become the can- 

didate, but would have refused to vote 

the ticket. This is honest; this is right. 

Bradley is a republican and he is in 

favor of “sound” money, which means 

the single gold standard. . He hides be- 

hind no quibbles. He doesn’t pretend 

to believe in an “international agree- 

ment.” In short, he doesn’t play the 

hypocrite and the dodger. “What a con- 

trast between Bradley, the republican, 

and the gang of southern cuckoos and 

goldbugs who favor the single gold 

standard because Mr. Cleveland does, 

and yet are afraid to say so! Why, be- 

side his followers, Mr. Cleveland is hon- 

esty itself. His actions are bold and 

straightforward, and every act of his 

shows beyond all question that he is 

squarely in favor of the single gold 

standard. But those who profess to be- 
lieve in him—the southern cuckoos and 

organs—seem to be afraid of their own 

shadows. Thhey refuse to come out 

squarely and say whether they agree 
with Mr. Cleveland or the democratic 
party. They hedge, and lodge, and 

deny, and explain, and split hairs, and 
make marks in the sand, and straddle, 

and squirm, until it is impossible to say 
where they stand.

{MERE WAS NO REASON FOR SUICIDE 


? ne Theory of Many is That She was Tem- 
 porerily Insane—The Ingest by the 
Coroner and the Verdict. 


' Mrs. Ella Bloomfield, the young wife of 
6. B. Bloomfield, of 172 Angier avenue, met 
‘a tragic death in her bed at 7:30 o'clock 
‘yesterday morning. She was instantly kill- 
ed by a pistol shot, fired by her own hand, 

i will never be known whether the shot 

was fired with a debiberate .ntention of 
‘gicide or in a moment of temporary in- 

ganity or by accident, 

The tragic end of Mrs. Bloomfield’s ap- 

parently happy life is shrouded in the deep 
‘gt mystery. It cannot be imagined why 
“gbe should deliberately level a pistol at her 

jead and kill herself, neither can it be 
asily explained how the pistol could have 
been fired by accident. The only other 
‘g@planation of the manner in which she 
‘game to her death is the suppesition that 
in a moment of temporary insanity she 
‘reached under her husband’s pillow and 
‘picking up his pistol sent the deadly ball 
' erashing through her brain. 

Living under the happiest circumstances, 
‘she had nothing but joy and peace to occu- 
py her life. She had just passed her twenti- 
‘eth year and her fourth year of happily 
wedded life. A fourteen-months-old baby 
‘boy added hope and pleasure to her domes- 
. tic life. 

The bullet entered the forehead of young 
‘Mrs. Bloomfield just above the right eye, 
“passed through her brain and found lodg- 
ment somewhere in the back of her head. 
The effect of the bullet was instantaneous, 
* Tne life of the young wife was ended with- 


‘out a murmur of pain from her lips. She 


met death peacefuliy and unconsciously. 

Standing by the bedside of his young 
wite, the husband saw the last gasp for 
breath and witnessed death settle cn the 
features of his loved one. 

Woke by the Servant. 

Yesterday morning, about 6 o'clock, a 
servant woman at the Bloomfield home 
knocked on the door of her employers on 
the second floor of the house and awoke 
Mr. and Mrs. Bloomfield, as was her cus- 
tom, notifying them that breakgast had 
been prepared and was ready to be served. 
Mrs. Bloomfield complained that she was 
not feeling well and requested that the 
meai be delayed for an hour or two, that 
she might sleep that much longer. The or- 
der was given the servant that the husband 
and wife be not disturbed for the present, 
and at the same moment Mr. Bloomfeld 
handed his little fourteen-months-old baby 
to the servant to be cared for in the mean- 
time. The child had been restiess during 
the night and morning, and had worried its 
mother considerably, and that she might 
rest an hour or two more in peace, the 
asked that her baby be given to the nurse, 

Awakened by the Pistol Shot. 

The servant took the child and returned 
to her duties downstairs. Mr. Bloomfield 
returned to bed and sent back to sleep. 
Just how long that sieep lasted ‘s not 
known, The husband was terrified by the 
report of a pistol shot and he awoke from 
Lis slumber with a bound, leaping from his 
bed. He quickly scanned the room to «.is- 
cover the source of the noise, and glancing 
at the form of his wife on the bed, was 
berrified to see her head and face ‘ying in 
and covered with her own blood. He quick- 
ly discovered a smoking pistol lying by. the 
right hand of his wife and saw the blood 
tlowly oozing from her forehead The 
erief-stricken husband became almost craz- 
ed by the sight before him and began call- 
ing for the servant. The neighbors heard 
the report of the pistol, and just as they 
began to arrive at the bedside of the dying 
Woman she breathed her last. 

The Neighbors Ran In. 

Mrs. J. B. Hardin, who lives next.door to 
the Bloomfields, was the first person to get 
to the scene of the tragedy, and seeing 
what had occurred and thinking that there 
Was yet breath in the young woman, she 
Quickly dispatched a servant for a physi- 
clan, but long before the latter’s appear- 
ance, life had departed. Mr. W. B. Visbro 
and Mr. O. W. Bentley, neighbors of the 
Bloomfield family, also heard (the report®of 

_ the pistol shot and they, with other neigh- 
bors, rushed to the scene of the heartrend- 
-ing tragedy. Dr. R. R. Kime respended to 
the call for his services and theenews now 
'began to spread. In an hour a large crowd 
of friends and acquaintances and others as- 
sembled at the house and eagerly sought in- 
formation about the tragedy. 
: The Coroner Notified. 

Dr. J. M. Paden, coroner, wes notified 
and he oson arrived and took charge of 
the dead body and began preparations to 
bold an inquest in the afternoon.

whisky for her trouble. 

Saw His Wife Dying. 

“I do not know how long I had slept 
after giving the child to the servant, but I 
was terrified by the report of a pistol, which 
caused me to jump out of the bed and look 
around the room. Seeing ncthing in the 
room, I Iccked toward my wife and saw 
the wound in the forehead and the blood 
on the pillew. I was almost distracted at 
the sight and could not account for it, 
I began calling the servant. 

“IT looked at my wife on the bed and saw 
that she was dying. By the side of her 
right hand, which was drawn up toward 
the shoulder, I saw my pistol lying touch- 
ing her hand. I picked up the pistol and 
without knowing what I was doing, threw 
it toward the foot of the bed. When I 
moved my wife’s hand I moved the pistol 
and the two were touching each other, al- 
though I could not say that the pistol was 
grusped in her hand. I was horrified at 
the sight and was greatly shocked at 
what was before me, I know of no reason 
why my wife should have killed herself. 
Our domestic life has been very happy and 
we were devoted to each other. 

The Child Played with the Pistol. 

“I always keep a pistcl under the head 
of my bed, and when I returned to the 
bed after giving the baby to the servant, 


I saw the pistol on tne bed between my 


wife’s pillow and my own. The baby had 
been playing with the pistol before I hand- 


ed him to the servant and it had left the

The coroner’s jury consisted of J. M.

Governor Atkinson Has Been Again Com- 
pelled To Take Rest, 


HIS WOUND HAS NOT HEALED 


And His Physician Has Given Him Some 
Very Positive Instructions in Conse- 
quence— Will Be There Some Time. 


Governor Atkinson left last evening for 
Sweetwater Park hotel, where, onthe ad- 
vice of his physicians, he will remain for 
some time. 

The fact of the matter is that the gov- 
ernor is far from being a well man. The 
wound made by the surgical operation 
which was performed on him has never en- 
tirely healed. Dr. Holmes is of the opinion 
that there is geome foreign substance in the 
wound, which will have to work itself out 
before it will heal completely, and he has 
ordered absolute rest. He sends his pa- 
tient to Sweetwater Park because there he 
will be away from his Office ana will still 
be within easy access of the doctor. 

The governor is of @ nervous tempera- 
ment and is naturally worried about him- 
eelf. He is very anxious to get back to 
work and this anxiety has a tendency to 
prevent a prompt recovery. Coupled with 
it is the natural worry from the iliness of 
Secretary Callaway, which thas kept him 
from the office considerably of late. The 
governor is, on this accoumr, all the more 
anxious to get back to work, and, as 
stated, this anxiety bas cut quite a de- 
cided figure in preventing the recovery 
which might otherwise have come by this 
time. 

Governor Atkinson spent a few hours at 
the capitol yesterday morning, but did not 
go back in the afternoon. His time ‘was 
devoted entirely to going over accumulated 
mail and in answering such letters as re- 
quired immediate attention. The only 
official act was the issuance of a proclama- 
tion to the ordinary of Chatham county 
giving formal notice of the vacancy caused 
by the death of J. J. Doolan, member of 
the legislature. The ordinary will fix the 
date of the election to fill the vacancy.

THE OLDEST ENGINE COMING. 


it Will Be Brought te Atlanta During 
the Exposition. 

Atlanta will probably get the oldest en- 
gine in America for an exhibit at the ex- 
position, It is in Savannah, and a move- 
ment has peen started to bring it here. 
The News says of it: 

“The old James Watt engine, which went 
through the lower rice miff fire last June, 
and which is undoubtedly the oldest steam 
engine in America, has beén recovered from 
the ruins of the mill and taken to Rourke 
& Sons’ novelty works. 

“he engine has been purchased by Mr. 
Rourke. li was little injured in the tire. A 
iew rods were bent, but in « few weeks’ 
time it can be’ put in motion. It was first 
set up in 1815, and for four score years has 
not been idle more than a few months ata 
time. 

“The old engine will probably be taken to 
Atlanta, and will form a part of Savan- 
nah’s exhibit at the exposition, 
wouid certainly be no more interesting rel- 
ic. Mr. Rourke was offertd $1,000 for the 
engine a short time after he bought it by 
a gentleman from the north. The only 
thing in the way of the exhibition is the 
cost of setting up the machinery, which 
would be in the neighborhood of $2,000. 
Having been built by the inventor of the 
steam engine and being the oldest engine 
in the country, it is surrounded with much 
interest. 

“Those interested in the steam engine 
and its history who have not seen the old 
engine at work, have missed the chaice 
of witnessing its stately movements, the 
vibrations of its massive beams, the verti- 
cai path of the cross-h*ad—kept in line 
by that mechanism so well known in the 
early history of Watt's steam engine, 
which is termed the parallel motion. The 
ascent and decent of the ponderous con- 
necting rod at the crank end of the beam 
are motions which attract the eye of any 
one who possesses the least spark of en- 
thusiasm in regard to mechanism, 

“To see the movements of the various 
parts of the parallel motion together, calis 
attention to its intricate details, the links 
connecting the cross-head and the piston 
rod to the beam, through which the whole 
force acting on the piston is communicated 
to be worked off at the opposite end in the 
shape of useful effect, by turning the main 
shaft, which in this case turned others per- 
forming various offiges in the preparation 
of rice. Attached to the ends of the cross- 
head are the radius rods, two of which— 
one on each side—extend,in a line parallel 
to the central line of the beam, which is 
apart from it at one-half the length of the 
stroke, and to one-half of the distance be- 
tween the gudgeon on which the beam piv- 
ots. Those radius rods take hold of anoth- 
er pair of links, the upper ends of which 
are pivoted to the beam, and the center of 
the pivots yg yet in the central line 
of the beam. e point moving in a verti- 
cal line in these links is not at the lower 
end of them, as in case of the main links 
at the extreme end of the beam, but at a 
point half-way between the‘team and low- 
er center, At this point the rod which 
works the air pump of a condensing engine is 
usually attached by a suitable cross-head. 
At the lower end of these links and outside 
of them another pair of radius rods is at- 
tached, which run back to the plane, run- 
ning through the piston rod, where they 
are firmly pivoted to the frame fixtures 
connected with the entablature supporting 
the beam. To get the very best kind of a 
vertical motion practically from such an 
arrangement of parts, the lengthening of 
the outside radius rods. so as to extend 
them a certain short distance beyond the 
vertical plane just mentioned, is usually 
resorted to by those who have experience 
with this style of engine. 

“As for the rest of this Watt engine, the 
parts in detail may be seen at work any- 
where; but the exact motion is more due to 
fts expense and to its being thoroughly 
understood by the common mechanic. than 
eats. out-of-dateativeness, or its inadapta- 

“In the details of the engine fhere are a 
few points worthy of mention. The con- 
necting rod is attached to the crank pin by 
a solid strav, similar to that used by some 
of the builders of engines today, where a 
key only is used to adiust the brasses as 
they wear: also the pivots on the end of the 
beam, connecting with the main links are 
made adiustable, showing how creat was 
the foresicht of the ingenius Watt, even 
when dealing with the encine tin its infant 
state, when to be learn-

Will Be Considered by the Police Com- 
mittee This Morning, 


MUCH INTERESTING TALK EXPECTED 


The Committee Will Make a Report to 
the Next Meeting ofthe City 
Council’ 


The police committee will meet in the 
council chamber this morning at 10 o’clock 
and the indications are that the meeting 
will be an interesting one. | 

Liquor licenses will be talked about by 
the members of the committee during the 
meeting, and the present indications are 
that some of the talking that will be done 
will be by gentlemen who are not members 
of the committee. 

in the hands of the police committee are 
quite a number of petitions for retail liquor 
licenses; and pinned tu some of the petitions 
as they come to the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Camp, are petitions objecting to 
the granting of the licenses requested, I1t 
is the petition for a liquor license at the 
Oriental hotel, the new hotel on Pryor 
street at Houston, that has a counter peti- 
tion hanging against it, and that counter 
petition is signed by the officers of the 
First Methodist church, which is directly 
across the street from the new hotel. The 
petition for the retail liquor license was 


presented at the last meeting of the general 
eouncil, and was referred to the police com- 
mittee. At the same time the petition was 
read a counter petition was presented and 
that, too, was sent to the police committee, 

It was generally known before the peti-| 
tion for license went in that the .officers 
ef the First Methodist church and many 
members of that church would object to 
the sale of liquor at the Oriental on ac- 
count of its proximity to the church, but it 
was not so generally known that a hard 
fight would be made against the granting 
of the license. The counter petition, how- 
ever, has demonstrated the fact that the 
officers of the First Methodist do not want 
liquor sold that near the church. When 
this became apparent the matter reached 
the exposition directors and was taken, up 
by them. The directors, or at least mem- 
bers of the board, decided that the exposi- 
tion was, to a certain extent, bound to aid 
the petitioner in securing the license, and 
at a meeting of the board held since the 
meeting of the general council last Monday, 
the president of the board appointed a 
committee to go before the police commit- 
tee when the granting of the license was to 
be considered. That committee is com- 
posed of Hon. Charles A. Collier, Mr. H. H. 
Cabaniss, Mr. E. P. Chamberlin, Hon. F. 
P. Rice, Colonel A. J. West and Mr. Alex 
Smith. The committee was appointed with 
instructions to favor before the police com- 
mittee the granting of the license. 

Two attempts have been made to get the 
police committee and the committee from 
the exposition together, but both have fail- 
ed, because Mr. Camp, chairman of the 
police committee, was absent from the 
city. Mr. Camp returned to the city yes- 
terday and found that he had been needed 
during his absence and at once issued a 
call for a meeting of the police committee 
for 10 o’clock Saturday morning. The mem- 
bers of the committee from the exposition 
were notified of the meeting, and this 
morning the two branches will come to- 
gether and take up the matter. 

It is an assured fact, too, that there will 
be present at the meeting of the two com- 
mittees quite a delegation representing the 
church who will ask to be heard in « pposi- 
tien to the petition. That delegation will 
request an audience, too, and it is beyond 
a question of doubt that Mr. Camp, who 
will be in the chair, will give that delega- 
tion all the time it wants. Strong and in- 
teresting speeches will be made by mem- 
bers of the delegation who oppose it. 

“Il have been notified,”” said Mr. Cabaniss 
yesterday, “by Mr. Camp, chairman of the 
police committee, that that committee will 
meet this morning, and we will be there to 
be heard. It is simply this way the mat- 
ter comes up: The board of directors of the 
exposition has invited people of the city to 
erect hotels for the accommodation of vis- 
itors during the next three months. Now, 
some have gone ahead and spent their 
money in that way, and we of the cxposi- 
tion think we should aid them in any way 
we can. I do not look upon anything of 
this kind as permanent, but am inclined to 
the idea that it is for a period that covers 
the exposition only. Most of the h~otels 
that are going up are of a temporary char- 
acter, a character calculated for the expo- 
sition ‘business. Now, the hotels in 
the city now up and 4oing business have 
liquor licenses, and I think that we should 
give the same right to those who are put 
ting their money in hotels at our sugges- 
tion, This grant of license does not 
mean that there is to be a permanent bar- 
room at the Oriental. It simply gives that 
hotel the right to sell from its cafe the 
liquors and wines and beers that are gold 
from the Kimball, Markham, Aragon and 
other hotels.”’ 

The meeting this morning will more than 
likely be about as warm and interesting as 
one would care to see. The committee will 
make its report, but, of course, will not 
make that report known until the next 
meeting of the council. 


MR. HARALSON’S DEATH. 


A Well-Known Citizen of Georgia 
Passes Away. 

Mr. Hugh A. Haralson, one of the best- 
known citizens of Georgia, died at the resi- 
dence of Senator John B. Gordon, in Kirk- 
wood, yesterday morning. 

For several weeks Mr. Haralson had been 
in poor health, and his sad death, though 
deplored by countless friends in Georgia 
and throughout the south, was not a sur- 
prise to the members of the household. 

Mr. Haralson was the only brother of 
Mrs. Senator Gordon, For many years he 
was connected with the treasury depart- 
ment in Washington city, and was one of 
the most trusted officials in the employ 
of the government. Genial, kind-hearted, 
generous and brave—a truer friend than 
Hugh Haralson never lived. 

Mr. Haralson was forty-one years old 
at the time of his death. 

On account of his family connection and 
official position, he was one of the best- 
known men in the state, and his death will 
occasion profound sorrow wherever the 
announcement is read. 

The funeral services will be held at 
Kirkwood this morning at 10 o'clock, and 
the remains will be taken to LaGrange, 
Ga., for interment.

The Confederate Veterans’ Association 
from this city will send a large delegation. 

The Grand Army of the Republic men of 
this city, the members of the O. M. Mitchel 
post, will send a large delegation. 

Many Georgia citizens will attend and 
this state will be perhaps more largely rep- 
resented than any other state at the dedi- 
cation of the national park. 

Colonel Candler, of the Fifth regiment, 
has not yet made any definite arrange- 
ments for his regiment to go; but there is 


every reason to believe that he will finish. 


pre tions in a few days and the compa- 
nies will begin making preparations. 

The Georgia colonels will be there in all 
their glory. Governor Atkinson will expect 
his entire staff to be present. 

Quartermaster General West and his as- 
sistant, Captain Lewis H. Kenan, are busy 
making preparations for the transporta- 
tion of the volunteer military. A special 
train will be engaged over one of the roads 
to Chattanooga, the Western and Atientic 
or the Southern. 

Governor Atkinson decided several days 
ago to be present at the park 4edication. 
Many other governors will be present, 
among them Governor Morton, of New 
York, and Governor D. H. Hastings, of 
Pennsylvania, and Governor McKinley, of 


Ohio. Ex-President Berjamin Harrison 
will be in attendance upon the dedication 
exercises. Hundreds of prominent ex-army 
officers will be there and one of the most 
distinguished gatherings that has been 
brought together in the southern states in 
a number of years will be present. 

Many rooms have already been crgaged 
in the Chattanoga hotels and at Lookout 
inn. Sixty-four rooms have been engaged 
at Lookout mountain for the governors 
who will be in attendance. They wiil be 
elegantly entertained while there. 

The Georgia representation of military 
men and civilians will be one of the most 
notable present. They will add to the great 
gathering and will participate in the exer- 
cises with enthusiasm. 

General Passenger Agent Harman, of the 
Western and Atlantic, has completed ar- 
rangements to bring twenty-five thousand 
soldiers from Chickamauga to Atlanta, He 
has already signed contracts for that rum- 
ber, and the indications are that he will 
have to increase the number, There will 
be geveral thousand present from Georgia 
who will want to come back to Atlanta at 
the same time that the twenty-five thou- 
sand whose transportation is already con- 
tracted for shall come. 

September 2ist, the day after the dedica- 
tion of the national park, will be Blue and 
Gray day at the exposition, and over thirty 
thousand veterans are expected to be pres- 
ent. The indications are that this will be 
the first big day of the exposition after 
the opening. The exposition management 
is preparing for the accommodation of 
thousands of people on that day. .

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He Was Acquitted at Dallas on a 
Consent Verdict, 


THE CHARGE WAS THAT OF BIGAMY | - 


At One Time Pastor of the Bellwood 
Baptist Church. 


NOW HE IS LIVING IN ATLANTA 


It Was Claimed That He Was J. O.H 
Nutalil,iof Concord, N. 0.—Contra- 
diectory Evidence. 


—» 


Rev. W. R. Dale, charged with bigamy, 
was acquitted at the August term of the 
Dallas seperior court last Tuesday. It 
was by a consent verdict that the charges 
were dismissed, amd it was the third trtal 
that had been held. Mr. Dale was identi- 
fied by more than a dozen witnessés as be- 
ing J. O. H. Nutall, of Concord, N. C. Al- 
together it is one of the most remarkable 
eases of mistaken identity that is on 
record, 

The story of the accusations that were 
made against Mr, Dale, his subsequent 
trials and the final acquittal reads more like 
ea boek of fiction than it does a story of 
real life. Wonderful, indeed, has been his 
history, and were the facts that are to be 
told not substantiated by court records, 
the testimony of lawyers and the story as 
it comes from the lips of the defendant 
himself, it is very probable that no one 
would pelieve them to be true. 

Mr Dale wil be well remembered by At- 
lantians as the pastor of the Seventh Bap- 
tist church, ef Bellwood, about five years 
ago. The sensational charges, the subse- 
quent arrest of Mr. Dale and his conviction 
on the charge of bigamy are all fresh in 
the mind of the puhiic, 

It was charged that Mr. Dale had @ liv- 
ing wite in Concord, N. C., whom he rad 
deserted years ago, and as ne was a mar- 
ried man when he came to Atlanta, the 
evidence against him was strong. The 
brother of the deserted wife in North Car- 
olina eame to this city, and the »noment 
that he saw Mr, Dale he swore that the 
latter was none other than Nutall, who had 
marrieg his sister and then abandoned her. 
Though Mr. Horton, the brother of the de- 
serted wife, was positive that his wrother- 
er-in-law had been found, Mr. Dale was 
just as positive that a great mistake had 
been made. He protested his innocence 
and stated that he could pfove that he Was 
not Nutall, Im this, however, for the time, 
he failed, and it was not long after his 
arrest had occurred before he was indicted 
for bigamy. As it was claimed that Dale 
married his last wife in Dallas, his trial 
occurred im that town, and he was convict- 
ed. A new triai was refused. The case 
was appealed. It was carried to the su- 
preme court, and then it was that the at- 
torneys for the defendant were sy ccessful 
in securing a new trial for Dale. 

A New Trial Was Refused. 

When the new trial was secured the state 
had many witnesses from the home of Nut- 
all, in Concord, present, and alp testified 
that the defendant was Nutall. They were 
positive and again the fate of the minister 
appeared to be sealed. But the attorneys in 
the case worked hard and the trial was 
postponed, and Dale was allowed to give 
“pond. The case has since been postponed 
‘time and again, and it was not until mgs 
Tuesday that tt was reached. 

Tuesday Judge pom hag tepresetting 
Mr. Dale, appeared before Judge Janes, of 
Dallas superior court, and asked that a con- 
sent verdict be taken. This the court or- 
dered as the solieitor made no objection. 
The jury returned a verdict of not guilty, 
and the indittments were made void. 

A Story of Romance. 

It wonld be a difficult matter to find a 
story of reai facts that possessed as much 
appearance of fiction, romance and imagin- 
ary characters as does the one that comes 
from the lips of Dale and his attorneys. 
But all the facts are true and even half 
have never been made public. 

About twenty years ago in the quiet lit- 
tle North Carolina town of Concord, Miss 
Horton, a beautiful and accomplished young 
lady, was married to Mr. J.-O, Nutallk Mr. 
Nutall was a printer by trade and was a 
hard working man. He stood high in the 
community and had many friends. When 
the couple were married they received the 
congratulations of every one in the town, 
for both bride and groom were social fa- 
Yorites. The united lives of Miss Horton 
and Mr. Nutall were blessed with happi- 
ness and congeniality, and they enjoyed 
matrimonial bliss that always follows hap- 
All went merry as the pro- 
Verbial marriage bell. Several children 
blessed their lives, and Mr. and Mrs. Nutall 
were thought to be the happiest couple in 
the town of Concord. 

But a day of disappointment came—bit- 
ter sorrow filled the young wife’s heart. 
Without one word of farewell the husband 
left her; abandoned her, and she was 
thrown upon the charity of the world. His 
leaving was sudden and uncalled for. No 
explanation did he give; not one word did 
he write. He simply left her and never 
réturned. In vain he was sought for by 
the distressed and heart-broken wife. 
ters were sent everywhere and diligent 
searches were made by the officers of the 
law, but no word of tidings has ever been 
received. 

Finally it was intimated that Nutall had 
Been seen at Charlotte, where it was 
Claimed that he had been working at his 
trade as a printer. But when the brother 
ef the deserted wife went to Charlotte, it 
was discovered that he was gone. The 
Ulal was picked up by the officers and the 
barty whom it was thought was Nutall 
was traced to Conyers, Ga. At the same 
time that the supposed Nutafl left Char- 
lotte, a young lady by the name of Raw- 
lings disappeared from her home, and it 
Was said that she left with the man. The 
Pair were traced to Conyers, and the 
brother of Miss Rawlings found his sister 
in that town. She was taken back to her 
home by her brother. She told a pitable 
Story of shame, and is said to have lived 
with the man who left the town with her 
as his wife. This man was probably 
Nutall, yet that fact has never been és- 
tablished beyond the peradventure of a 
doubt. At any rate the man is said to 
have moved to Rockmart, Ga., and the 
young woman whose ruin he had accom- 
Plished was taken to her home in North 
Carolina. 

After Miss Rawlings was carried back 
by her brother, it is claimed that a letter 
to her was intercepted by her brother. 
The letter was written in cipher. It was 
taken by Mr. Rawlings, and he claimed 
that he had made out the letter to be 
from Nutall, and that it contained the in- 
formation that he was at Rockmart, and 
that in future kis address was to be Cap- 
tain W. R. Dale. This was strong evi- 
dence, but it was not allowed to be ten- 
dered as evidence in the trials that fol- 
lowed the atrest of Mr. Dale in Atlanta. 
This letter was written in the fall of 18860. 

Dale Moves to Dallas. 

At just about the time ‘that the letter 
Was said to hate been written in cipher 
to Miss Rawlings, Rev. W. R. Dale moved 
to Dallas. He was not at that time a 
member of the church, but a short time 
after his removal to Dallas, he joined 
the Baptist church and was ordained a min- 
ister of the

greatly attached to a ialee Smith, .The 
two were together much of the time, and 
Mr. Dale was a highly educated gentle- 
man aud stood high in the community, 
Miss Smith cultivated his acquaintance. 


In due process of time, their engagement 


announced and their marriage quick- 
ly Followed, 
Moves to Atlanta. 

About seven years ago Mr. and Mrs. 
Dale moved from Dallas to this city. Mr. 
Dale came highly recommended, and he 
accepted a call from the Seventh Baptist 
church, located at Bellwood. He was a 
conscientious, Christian worker and soon 
made many friends in his new fielg@ of 
labor. With his wife and child he lived 
on Bellweéod avenue, closely adjoining the 
church of which he was pastor. 


His pastoral duties were given especial 
attention, and he was successful and work- 
ed wp much interest in Christian work 
among the members, He was soon given 
a position as a writer on the staff of The 
Christian Index. He proved himself to 
be a writer of ability and his articles at- 
tracted attention throughout the state. At 
that time Dr. Tucker was editor of the pa- 
per, and the doctor stated that he had 
known Mr. Dale in London. 

Mr. Dale was well received by the min- 
isters of the city and as his work was 
successful at his church in Bellwood, he 
was paid some very complimentary re- 
marks by the ministers of the city. His 
congregation was large and the services 
were well attended. 

A Sensation Is Sprung. 


On Broad street bridge Mr. Dale was met 
by Mr. Jack George, who was also con- 
nected with The Christian Index. 

When Mr. Dale passed, Mr. George called 
him by the name of Nutall. Mr. Dale did 
not reply, but passed on. Again (zeorge 
called him Nutall. At this Mr. Dale paus- 
ed. and glancing in the direction of George, 
remarked that he was mistaken; that Iltis 
name was Dale and not Nutall. 

“I know your name is Nutall,”” said Mr. 
George. “I used to work with yout in 
Charlotte and I would recognize you any- 
where in the world.”’ 

Mr. Dale was dumfounded, so he said, 
and could not make George believe that 
he was mistaken. Mr. Dale attempted to 
explain that he was the pastor of the ,Sell- 
wood church in this city but, George was 
positive. He would not shear to the ex- 
planation of the matter. 

The conversation that passed between 
Mr. Dale and Mr. George occasioned. a 
great deal of talk. The membership of the 
little church at Bellwood was aroused. 
Mr. Dale was besieged on all sides «nd 
from all quarters for explanations. He 
was kept busy telling that he was not Nut- 
all. Many people betieved his story, and 
a great many thought him to be guill-y. 
The entire city became interested and the 
prominence of Mr. Dale, his high and sa- 
cred office and the position he held on tiie 
staff of The Index all attracted unusual 
interest. 

Mr. Dale was overcome with questions, 
he was burdened with inquiries from peo- 
ple who lived out of the city and he de- 
termined to ask the advice of the minis- 
ters of the city as to the best course lie 
could pursue. Accordingly at a meetirig 
of the ministers of the city, Mr. Dale placed 
the matter before them for their consik|- 
ération. He told them the history of hi's 
past life, and then told them the faets c'f 
the accusations that had been brought 
against him. He told all, and then saij 
that he would abide by tthe decision that 
was reached by them. The ministers savvy 
the charges were of a most serious nature. 
A minister of the gospel stood accused o,f 
deserting a wife in North Carolina, he: 
‘was charged with the terrible crime oi’ 
ruining an innocent woman and then fol- 
lowed the crime of bigamy. They advised. 
him, afiter mature deliberation, that it’ 
would be well for him to have a friend 
go with him to Concord, N. C., and have 
the abandoned wife’ of Nutall see him, as 
what she would say would decide the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Horton Comes to Atlanta. 

But Mr. Dale did not go to the North 


Carolina town. 


Just as he was making preparations to 
go he was notified that Mr. Horton, the 
brother of Nutall’s wife, had started to 
Atlanta, and requested that Dale meet 
him. 


As Dale was anxious to have the matter 
settled, he readily consented to meet the 
man Horton, and abandoned the trip to 
Concord. With several friends Mr. Dale 
went down to the union depot to meet 
Mr. Horton. But tthe meeting did not take 
place on account of the arrest of Mr. Dale 
by the police on the charge of bigamy. 


Identified as Nutall. 


When Mr. Horton reached the city he was 
informed that Mr. Dale had been arrested. 
Mr. Horton was taken to the office of The 
Christian Index and Mr. Dale was sent 
for. The officers brought Mr. Dale to the 
office of The Index and the moment that 
he was seen by Horton he was positively 
identified as Nutall. Others who had come 
with Horton also identified Dale as Nutall. 

Mr. Horton claimed that he would have 
known Mr. Dale had he seén him any- 
where and was positive beyond the shadow 
of a doubt that it was the man who had 
married ‘his sister and then abandoned her. 

Mr. Horton stated, however, that he had 
no desire to prosecute the man and that 
Mrs. Nutall bad instructed him not to do 
so unless Nutall denied his identity. Mr. 
Horton, it is said, made the proposition to 
Mr. Dale that if he would acknowledge his 
identity and consent to give up the ministry 
and leave the country that he would not 
appear as 4 witness against him. This 
proposition Dale refused to accept, claiming 
that he was an inhocent party. Dale was 
thereupon placed back in his cell. 

Tried and Convicted. 


Dale was carried before the superior court 
at Dallas and tried upon the charge of 
bigamy. Many witnesses appeared against 
rim and identified him as the man who had 
left his wife in Contord. He was found 
guilty and semtenced to four years in the 
penitentiary. 


The case was appealed and a new trial 
refused. Mrs. Dr. Dale then asked that 
the marriage with her be annulled by law. 
She employed Colonel Hammond as coun- 
sel and the marriage was annulled. The 
case was appealed by the attorneys of 
Dale and the case is now pending. 

The case in which bigamy was charged 
was carried to the supreme court and a 
new trial was granted, but the case was 
not reached until bast Tuesday. In the 
meantime Dalé was sent out on bond most 
of the time that had intervened from the 
granting of the new trial until the case 
was dismissed by a consent verdict last 
Tuesday. 

Mr. Dale is now living in this city at 
Beliwood and is employed in the office of 
Blalock & Roan as a typewriter. 

His wife is at present living on Gilmer 
streét and has in her possession her child.

Saratoga Springs, N. Y., August 23,— 
(Special Coriespondence.)—It is /by this 
time apparent that, so far as the greatest 
American watering place is concerned, 
municipal reform is not a popular meas- 
ure. The hotels here—and they are the 
largest hotels in the world—have lost from 


; { 35 to 45 per cent of their usual patronage, 


and the falling off is attributed directly 
to the adoption of drastic laws and the 
appointment of a set of officials who blind- 
ly and rigidly enforce them, without ob- 
serving’ the slightest discrimination. The 
rich men who have been in the habit of 
coming to Saratoga every year from ail 
ever the country, are noticeable this sea- 
son by their absence. The race track has 
lost close upon $1,000 a day ever since the 
opening of the season, and for the first 
time on record, will not continue its sum- 
mer meeting to the end of the term ada- 
vertised. Leading horsemen who came 
here with their. stables and who like to 
have their horses in Saratoga for a cer- 
tain period each year for the reason that 
the climate is advantageous to the racing 
animals, made it mecessary for the tracks 
to close up earlier than ordinarily, by giv- 
ing notice that their losses would not per- 
mit them to remain. The managers of 
the racing association have done every- 
thing in their power to make the meeting 
a success, going so far as to extend the 
privileges of free admission to all ladies 
of the village, residents as well as sum- 
mer guests. But of the comparatively few 
people who are here, a small minority 
only are addicted to the pleasures that 
have been most fashionable up to this 
season, and no inducement has been suf- 
ficient to draw them to the track. The 
hotels, too, have strained every nerve to 
make their establishments attractive, and 
they are keenly hurt by the turn affairs 
have taken. Mr. Wooley, who runs the 
immense Grand Union hotel, and is recog- 
nized as one of the leading men of this 
country in that branch of commerce, re- 
tused point blank the other day to accept 
a wager that was offered to him to the ef- 
fect that his business this season would 
tall $60,000 beuind last year. 

As last season was by no means one of 
the best recorcxal by Saratoga in point of 
patronage, it will be seen that Mr. Wooley 
has reason to believe times are pretty bad 
at this resort. He recently gave a great 
Shakesperean festival on the lawn of his 
hotel for the purpose of drawing a great 
throng. It was attended by less than 
one thousand people, and was not in any 
sense successful, excepting that the per- 
formance was artistically of very high 
quality. 

The Dollars Don't Come. 

The lodal néerchants are complaining 
very bitterly of their losses under the new 
system of law enforcerient, which they do 
not hesitate to say has cost them many a 
dollar. The most curious point about the 
conditions here prevailing is that local 
feeling is almost unanimousiy against 
them and their projectors. The men who 
have their money invested in Saratoga, 
either in hotel property or merchandise, 
are almost to a unit vehement in their 
condemnation of the sweeping measures of 
reform. Under ordinary circumstances 
it would be: impossible for a few men hold- 
ing olticial positions to resist the argu- 
ments, appeals, remonstrances end al- 
sunost violent threats which the business 
men of this village have uttered. But 
President Sturgis and his associates have 
bee nabsolutely deaf to ail that has been 
said, and their determination to carry 
out the new laws to the letter, no matter 
what may happen to Saratoga, is thus far 
unshaken. 

Mr. Sturgis did say to me, when I in- 


ago, that if, at the end of the season, he 
found the feeling was still against Keep- 
ing the reform movement going, he would 
resign his position. To this promise on 
hig part, one beading hotel man replied 
through me that he did not think very 
well of a public official who was deter- 
mined to make a disastrous experiment ai 
the expense of the community, on the 
theory that his ultimate resignation would 
compensate his townsmen for their losses. 

The supporters of the new order of 
things take the evasive course of saying 
that the season at Saratoga is no worse 
than at the other eagtern summer re- 
sorts, and that the present dullness here is 
due entirely to hard times. If this were 
true in any sense, the defense would be a 
good one. But, whRappily for the stand 
these men have taken, all the water- 
ing places ef the Atlantic coast/are doing 
an immense business. One stle: 
wealth amd social position 
nere to see if Saratoga was reg 
as it had been represented, » 
yne day, and then began to telegraph to 
Narrangansett Pier to see if he could se- 
cure suitable accommodations there. The 
word came back by wire, “‘Very sorry, all 
full.” He remained here.from Friday 
till Tuesday before he could find an open- 
ing at any of the more desirable seaside 
places, and finally, when he managed to 
secure apartments in Newport, he went 
away from here growling savagely ‘at the 
' reformers. 

Word from Long Branch, Atlantic City, 
Cape May, Manhattan Beach, Newport and 
Narragansett is emphatically to the effect 
that the hotels are full and that money is 
plentiful. At all these places there are no 
severe restrictions, In Long Branch, for in- 
stance, there are six or seven big gamb- 
ling clubs open and in full blast, That place 
seems to have drawn the at majority 
of the rich men who like to’play cards, and 
who have hitherto come religiously to Sara- 
toga every summer. 

I speak of men like Pierre Lorillard and 
his associates, to whom the winning or 
losing of a few hundred dollars over the 
roulette table cuts no figure of importance. 
These men do not like to go to bed at 10 
o’clock at night, and it is their custom in 
summer to enjoy their outings according to 
their own notions of propriety. It may be 
very wrong on their part to play cards for 
mon But it is demonstrated beyond a 
do that when they are prevented from 
doing so in a place like Saratoga, they will 
transfer their attentions wummediately to a 
spot like Long Branch, where they can play 
to their hearts’ content. 

There Was Need of Reform. 

It is* undeniably a fact that Saratoga, 
prior to this reform wave, was very much 
in need of rehabititation. The gambling fever 
here had gone from bad to worse, until 
it had enlisted the attention and sefvices 
of one of the largest most

out of office and adopting anti- 
regulations of the severest sort. 

‘But the officials were not satisfied with 
having shut out Mitchell and his gang. They 
took the ground that in all fairness they 
must shut up every form of gambling in 
Saratoga, and they thus forced the closing 
of the Saratoga Clubhouse, the oldest and 
highest class establishment of its kind in 
America. This institut('on Had been patron- 
ized by the wealthy set exclusively. It was 
not a place where gambling alone might be 
done, but it also contained the only res- 
taurant worthy of the name in Saratoga 
village—a better restaurant, many people 
maintain, even than Delmonico’s, 

At the clubhouse, no villager has ever 
been permitted to play, In truth, it is stated 
by the leading hotel men and guests who 
are familiar with the facts that less than 
10 per cent of all the patrons of the club- 
house habitually patronize the gaming 
tables. It was here that all the swagger 
.guests of Saratoga were wont to meet after 
the evening concerts were over, at 10 o'clock. 
It formed an agreeable, neutral ground for 
the patrons of the best hotels on which to 
mingle and enjoy themselves. 

It was felt at the owtset that the clos- 
ing of the clubhouse would exercise a Very 
considerable effect upon the prosperity of 
Saratoga, as in its absence a good many 
of the most liberal spenders of money 
would not come here for their vacations. 
But the extent of this effect was not dream- 
ed of, even by the proprietor of the club- 
house himself. The fact that the rich throng 
is not here, but has spread itself over the 
other great watering places, where games 
of chance are permitted, tells the story 
that Seratoga cannot go on and prosper 
without its clubhouse. 

The Saratoga Routine. 

There is nothing at all for the people to 
do in this village at night. The dull rou- 
tine as it now exists includes a visit to the 
races at noon, a drive to the lake in the 
afternoon or evening, and listening to the 
band concerts on the hotel piazzas until 10 
o'clock. That ends it, One may wander 
about over the verandas for a half hour 
or so after the time, named, but that soon 
becomes tedious in the extreme and speed- 
ily disgusts people who are accustomed to 
excitement and can afford to pay for it. 

The great playroom of the Saratoga club- 
house is a dreary and deserted looking 
place. There is nothing within its four walls 
excepting a few chairs, tke immense pen- 
dant chandelier and the magnificent single- 
piece carpet, seventy feet long by forty 
feet broai, which cost the proprietor $6,000 
last spring. : 

The shutting up of this fine establishmént 
has had the extraordinary and unlooked- 
for result of bringing a very dangerous 
and insidious class of gamblers to Saratoga. 
These are mot the men who conduct their 
business openly and on a “square” basis, 
but those who carry “layouts” in their 
trunks and flit from place’ to 
Place, taking a chance of alluring 
rich individuals into their living 
rooms irs the hotels and fleecing them with 
‘“‘crooked”’ paraphernalia. My attention was 
called to this condition by one of the lead- 
ing hotel proprietors, who pointed out a 
dozen or so of these “short card’’ players 
sauntering about the streets, He was cor- 
roborated by Colonel Clements, who owns 
Congress Hall, and by nearly every other 
hotel keeper in the place. 

There has been a great deal of this sur- 
reptitious gambling in Saratoga this sum- 
mer, and it must have been vastly more in- 
jurious to the interests of the village than 
was the former system as conducted at the 
clubhouse, Then, too, in spite of the protes- 
tations of the village authorities, there has 
been a poolroom in full running order, in 
direct violation of the law, through the 
racing season, It is kept by a man named 
Connery in a large apartment over his bar- 
room just outside the entrance to the track. 
The chief of police, with his race track as- 
sistants, passes directly by this establish- 
ment twice every day. 

If he is ignorant of its existence, he must 
be a singularly obtuse individual to occupy 
the official post that is his. There can be 
no possible question that Saratoga from 
having been one of tht gayest. swellest and 
most heavily patronized watering places 
on earth, has dropped off into a stupendous- 
ly dull, profitless and stupid resort. 

The Queer Election System. 

It will naturally seem strange to the 
outsider that a few individuals could pos- 
sibly control the greater number of res-' 
idents, The election system here is what 
makes this condition possible. A man is 
chosen by popular vote to represent each 
ward of the village. This representative 
casts one vote for president. So that un- 
less the representative is pledged positive- 
ly to give his ballot for a specific candidate, 
the actual minority in the community may 
govern the majority. The new system has 
now been tried once and the experiment 
has been so extremely disastrous to the 
interests of the inhabitants in general that 
it will hardly be undertaken for a seccnd 
time, In Other words, whether Mr. Sturgis 
resigns or not, he is unquestionably serv- 
ing his firat and last term as president of 
Saratoga Springs. 

The two banks here report that their de- 
posits are far below the normal limit, and, 
indeed, one cannot turn in any direction 
without finding shrunken receipts and a 
feeling of resentment and hostility against 
the men who have pulled down the most 
beautiful summer resort in America into a 
place of the second or third class. So far 
as Saratoga is concerned reform is a luxu- 
ry that certainly comes high.

The barbers who want the 
open Sunday hours have secured the ser- 
vices of a well-known attorney, who will 
push the matter for them, while the bar- 
bers whto oppose it have done the same 
thing, and that both men will make a hard 
fight there is no doubt. 

The barbers who say that they want the 
open Sunday hours declare that many of 
the exposition visitors will be greatly dis- 
appointed if they do not find the keen edge 
of a razor and an easy barber chair ready 
for them Sunday mornings while visiting 
Atlanta, and that they will go away sadly 
disappointed if they are not given the as- 
sistance of a tonsorial artist on that day. 
The barbers who are opposed to the Sunday 
law point to the fact that the people of 
Atlanta have grown accustomed to the 
Saturday night shave and that there is 
now no use to break that custom. They 
have ready to place in the hands of their at- 
torney a history of the Sunday shaves, and 
the change from that law to the one now in 
use, and it is said that it contains many 
interesting facts. 

The police committee will mot take the 
matter up for several days yet.

The matter has not been finally acted 
on but the prospects for a settlement of 
the question are very good, according to 
those who know, In addition to the $,vw 
set aside several months ago by the city, 
the exposition company will appropriate 
$10,000 for the purpose of maintaining a 
police force at the grounds. Several mem- 
bers of the finance committee of the expo- 
sition company have pledged the board of 
police commissioners and Mayor King that 
the company would make an appropria- 
tion of $10,000 for exposition police, which 
seems. to place the matter in a fair way of 
settlement. 

The board of police commissioners have 
contended all along that it would require 
at least $15,000 to maintain a sufficient 
force to guarantee protection during the 
three months of the big show and the 
board notified the city and exposition cOm- 
pany that unless that amount was set 
aside, it could not guarantee to protect the 
people and property at the grounds. For 
several months there has been a cross- 
fire on the part of the city, the board of 
commissioners and the exposition company 
as to who should furnish the money to 
pay for the patrolmen at the grounds, The 
city contended that the exposition compa- 
ny should defray at least a part of the 
expenses, inasmuch as it would get the 
benefit of.the police protection. The expo- 
sition company set up the plea that the 
city was duty bound to provide protection 
at the groundg because it was an enter- 
prise of which the city will receive bene- 
fits, The further reason that on account of

why the city should pay for the police. 

While the city and the exposition com- 
pany were discussing the matter the board 
of commissioners gradually became alarm- 
ed at the condition confronting it and be- 
gan to look around for some means of 
securing the necessary money, the board 
realizing that without more money the 
city and grounds would be poorly policed. 
Only $5,000 had been set aside and that 
amount was: recognized on all sides to be 
entirely inadequate, the sum being suffi- 
cient to pay the expenses of only about 
eighteen men at the grounds during the 
three months of the show. 

The aity was asked for an additional ap- 
propriation but Mayor King and Mr. In- 
man, chairman of the finance committee, 
said that the police department could not 
have another cent during the year more 
than the regular appropriation and the 
$5,000 set aside some months ago for ex- 
position police purposes. When it was seen 
that the city would not make another ap- 
propriation, the board set about an effort 
to secure an appropriation from the expo- 
{tion “cOmpatiy, which effort, it seems, 
has at last been successful. 

The city is now about to pay the expo- 
tion company the balance of the donation 
made the company last year remaining 
unpaid. The amount is $15,000, and upon 
the agreement of the exposition company 
to give $10,000 of the amount to the police 
department the sum _ will be paid the 
company by a note signed by Mayor King, 
falling due iin January next. That, the 
members of the finance committee of the 
exposition company have agreed to do, 
which probably settles the matter in re- 
spect to money appropriations for exposi- 
tion police. 

Will There Be Another Clash?f 
. It was said yesterday that the old trou- 
ble in the board of police commissioners 
‘was likely to come up at the next meeting 
of the board on account of a proposition 
to take from the chief of police the pre- 
rogative of selecting ‘the officers to be plac- 
ed on duty at the exposition grounds. It 
‘seems that in the past the chief has se- 
lected the captains and sergeants for duty 

t the grounds and it would naturally be 
tnferred that he will want to follow that 
custom this year. 

There was a very healthy rumor yester- 
‘day to the effect that some members of 
the board wanted the board itself to name 
the captains and sergeants to do duty at 
the grounds and tthat that desire had been 
the cause of a pretty lively discussion be- 
tween some of the officials. 

It is likely that the board will be called 
together in‘ special session Monday or 
‘Tuesday for the purpose of electing the 
additional men for duty in the city and at 
the grounds during the exposition, and it 
is said that at that meeting a motion will 
be made to proceed to the selection of 
captains and sergeants for duty at the 
grounds. If that motion should prevail 
the chief of police will be denied the privi- 
lege of choosing the men to be placed in 
charge of the exposition police and it is 
said that if the motion is made, there will 
be trouble in tthe board. 

Chairman George E. Johnson was seen 
yesterday afternoon and when asked about 
the matter said that he favored the elec- 
-Uon of captains and sergeants for exposi- 
tion duty by the board itself, rather than 
selections by ithe chief of police. He did 
not anticipate any conflict in the matter 
but he thought that it was contrary to an 
alleged custom. 

Commissioner Branan said that he favor- 
ed the selection of the officers and patrol- 
men being left with chief of police as it 
had been in the past. He thought that the 
Proper course would be for the board 
to elect new men and then let the chief se- 
lect such of the men as he saw fit for the 
exposition work. 

Commissioner Brotherton’ is known to 
‘favor the plan suggested by Chairman 
Johnson, as is Mayor King. With those 
three members of the board on one side 
&@nd Messrs. Branan, Venable and Captain 
English on the other, the old clash in the 
board might result from a discussion of 
the motion likely to be made. 

Chief Connolly was asked about the mat- 
ter last night and he said that while it had 
not always been a custom for the chief to 
Select the officers and patrolmen for expo- 
Sition duty, he would be perfectly satisfied 
df the board should see fit to take that 
Prerogative on itself. He would be satis. 
fied, whatever the outcome of the matter 
Was. In a degree he was responsible for 
the conduct of the men at the grounds 
and he thought that it would be proper 
that he should have some say in the se. 
ection of the men to bé placed in charge of 
the force.

Beer License for the Theater. 

The petition for retail liquor license for 
the Oriental hotel is not the only one the 
chairman of the police committee has in 
his hands. 

One of the papers that stands out con- 
spicuously in the batch that has been sent 
him by the city clerk is one signed by Mr. 
Healey asking for a retail liquor license 
on North Broad street, where he is going 
to open an amusement or variety hall dur- 
ing the days of the exposition. 

Mr. Healey has just completed a new 
building there which is to be opened within 
a few weeks as a variety hall and in it 
beer is to be sold. A petition for retail 
license at that place was sent to the gen- 
eral council at the last meeting and is 
now in the hands of the police committee. 
There is no objection to the granting of 
the license as the building is removed from 
the residence portion of the city, and as no 
one objects the indications are that the 
license will be granted. 

Ready To Sign the Check. 

Mayor King is ready to sign the note for 
$15,000 payable to the Cotton States and 
International Exposition Company. 

All of the papers which passed through 
the aldermanic board on Thursday were 
transferred to the mayor vesterday and 
after glancing through them Mayor King 
picked out the paper authorizing him to 
execute a note payable to that company 
for $15,000, that being the balance of the 
amount due the exposition company by 
the city. The mayor perfected the paper 
by attaching his name to it and then 
later in the day notified Hon. C. A. Collier, 
president of the exposition company, that 
he was ready to execute the note at any 
time he might be called upon. 

Some of Them Laying Flagging. 

Mr. Day’s ordinance requiring flagging to 
be laid at points in sidewalks on streets 
designated is now being carried out. 

Many of the heaviest property holders 
in the city who are affected by the ordi- 
nance have put down the flagging as re- 
quired by making contracts with parties 
suitable to themselves, the new law al- 
lowing the owners of preperty to do the 
work themselves. At the last meeting of 
the general council the ordinance was so 
amended as to allow owners of property 
to use concrete or tiling, provided that ma- 
terial was used as provided in the ordi- 
nance. This amendment will give the citi- 
zens the right to use either of the materials 
they desire, whereas they were confined to 
the one before the amendmnt was adopted. 
None of the work has yet been done by the 
contractor, as there is yet some slight 
hitch in the award of the contract. The 
lowest bidder did not care to take the 
contract as it read and the committee on 
streets made a slight change. The papers 
are now in the hands of the mayor await- 
ing his approval and as soon as he writes 
his name the paper will be perfected and 
those who do the work themselves will 
fall under the hands of the contractor 
‘who will be given the work.

Yet these Atlanta judges and Manchester 
boomers, without notice to this board and 
the people whose rights were involved, 
and whose money and united support had 
contributed so largely to this institution, 
and without which it could never have risen 
from the dust and ashes of war, deliber- 
ately sat in judgment, heard the case ex- 
parte and then proceeded to pass sentence 
of condemnation. We demur to the jur- 
isdiction of the court and submit to the 
Baptists of Geopggia, outside of Atlanta, 
and friends generally, that the proceed- 
ings of these gentlemen were unfair, ex- 
tra-judicial and un-Baptistic. 

1. That providence which gave to Rev. 
John E. Dawson, D.D., his great intellect, 
good beart, and wise judgment, moved 
him, as we believe, to found fhis religious 
institution at LaGrange. After Dr. Daw- 
son, Milton E. Bacon took charge of the 
college and was so well pleased with the 
Site and delightful surroundings he asked 
the legislature in 1850 to incorporate it 
as the “LaGrange Collegiate Seminary for 
Young Ladies.” He didn’t ask for a loca- 
tion somewhere in a forest near Atlanta, 
although that plot of ground then stood 
where it is today, but had not become the 
prey of a hungry land company, more in 
love with “filthy lucre’ than Christian 
education, and if he had, the request would 
gs or —s been declined,, In 1854 
Mir. Bacon had the name cha d to the 
Southern _Female college, of TE. Grange, 
and in 1856 sold his interest, being one- 
half the Western Baptist Association 
Owning the other half, in the land, tene- 
ments and college building to John A. 
Foster and Henry E. Brooks, and remov- 
ed to Mississippi, where he remained until 
death. In 1857 acts, page 149, the charter 
was amended by striking out the name of 
Milton E. Bacon and substituting therefor 
that of John &. Foster and Henry E. 
Brooks, making an impassible chasm be- 
tween the Bacon-Cox family in so far as 
corporate rights are concerned. The col- 
lege buildings were destroyed by fire in 
war times, leaving only the ground. Just 
how Mr. I. F. Cox succeeded to the one- 
fourth interest of Jchn A. Foster is not a 
matter of record, but in so far as Henry 
E. Brooks is concerned, who is the sole 
survivior of the franchise of December 
16, 1857, exercising his right under said 
charter appointed as his successors and 
assigns, and as trustees for fhe Southern 
Female college, of LaGrange, B. C. Fer- 
rell, Sr., and Lewis J. Render, under which 
together with the charter hereafter men- 
tioned, this board is organized. In 1867- 
1868 Mr. I. F. Cox taught as co-principal 
in the LaGrange Female college, a Metho- 
dist institution. In 1870 the Western Bap- 
tist Association permitted him to sell its 
ene-half interest in the old plot of ground, 
using the proceeds in erecting new build- 
ings on the present site, on condition that 
he convey to Hardin, Tuggle and Awtrey, 
trustees, an interest in the new building 
equal to the sum realized, and in 1873 Mr. 
I. . Cox made the conveyance of a $725 
interest in the Southern Female college. 
located at LaGrange, Ga. If this debt 
has ever been discharged we are not aware 
of it, but from the record it appears the 
association still owns this interest. 

3s. If any legal succession exists under 
the act of 1857, notwithstanding the con- 
fusion, change of property, death, etc., 
we ciaim it by conveyance of the only 
survivor. We deny that the Cox family 
are legal successors wnder this charter 
and they did not a few. yeras ago claim 
it, for when they decided to remove to 
Manchester, in 1891, they began the publi- 
cation of a petition in the Atlanta papers 
to be incorporated under the name of the 
Southern Female college, of Manchester. 
Judge Ferrell, Major Abraham, Rev. A. 
R. Callaway and J. P. Thornton at that 
time filed a petition in this-county, pub- 
lished the same, and the judge of the 
superior court granted an order incorpor- 
ating these gentlemen only under the name 
of the Southern Female college, of La- 
Grange, Georgia, fixing absolutely the 
place where these incorporators should ex- 
ercise the powers .granted tHKem. After 
this charter was obtained the Cox family 
Gecided to remain here, whereupon. the 
charter was transferred to them on the 
sole ground of their :remaining at La- 
Grange and carrying on the college here. 
This condition Mr. Cox denies, but all 
the facts and circumstances show he is 
mistaken. Our. people then as now were 
determined to gerpetuate thelr { beloved 
institution here and would never have 
obtained the charter and transferred it 
without such condition, and whether or not 
tthe same appears in the transfer we as- 
sert the truth to be as herein set forth. 
Mr. Cox has no right under this transfer, 
legal or moral. having forfeited all claim 
by failure of the conditions and hence the 
incorporators have resumed their rights 
of ownership. , 

- Have no other persons any interest, 
yight or title—no part in the charter, his- 
tory, etc? What -of Dawson the great. 
and of Foster, and of Brooks, and of Dr. 
Roberts? men made glorious his- 
tory and Georgia tists will sacredly 
guard it. Have the citizens of LaGrange, 
this board, the Baptists’ association and 
the Baptists here no interest? When Mr. 
Cox was helpless, without means to build 
a chapel and contemplated removing, did 
not this pecple pay one-half the cost. of 
the magnificent building that now -adorns 
the present site in order to make perman- 
ent the college at LaGrange, and prior 
to this contributed of their means directly 
to Mr. Cox in another building and have 
they no interest, legal or moral? If the 
Cox familv desires a charter in Fulton 
county, under the name of the Southern 
Female college, of Manchester, they can 
apply for it. We make no war on them. 
but this college is ours—it grew up with 
us and our children and has been h- 
ed in our bosoms as the poor man’s lamb 
in Nathan’s perable—a parable we com- 
mend to’ our Atlanta friends as worthy of 
their prayerful consideration.

SWIFT HAS RETURNED | 


Business Affairs. 


HE WILL FIGHT THE ATTACHMENTS 


And Hopes Soon To Have Everything 
, Straightened Out—He Was Surprised 
at the Action of the Creditors. 


Mr. C. H. Swift, of the firm of C. H. 
Swift & Co., reached the city yesterday af- 
ternoon. He came over the Southern and 
arcived on the vestibule from New York. 
He has been absent from the city several 
days. 

Mr. Swift returned home in answer to a 
telegram sent him by his counsel and he 
will at once begin to, investigate the condi- 
tion of his business. It was while Mr. 
Swift was away from the city that the at- 
tachments were issued against Mr. Thiba- 
deau, and the first intimation that Mr. 
Swift had that anything was wrong was 
when he received the message advising him 
to return to the city. 

Mr. Swift has been in New York on busi- 
ness connected with his firm and had no 
idea when he left the city that anything 
was likely €o0 occur that would place his 
business in bad shape. He claims that 
nothing was told him that would have 
led him to believe that the attachment 
would be issued and he was greatly sur- 
prised when he was informed that the action 
had been taken. 

“It was a great surprise to me,” said Mr. 
Swife yesterday, “and I really couldn’t be- 
lieve that such was the case. When I 
left my business several days ago it was 
in good condition and I could not under- 
stand who it was that had asked for the 
issuing of the attachments. It is all wrong 
that I have been treated in this manner, 
especially in my absence, and I am at a 
loss to understand the motives that prompt- 
ed the action on the part of the L. H. Hall 
company. I greatly regret that this snap 
judgment has been taken. 

“I have been treated very badly and had 
I known that it was intended to make these 
proceedings, I would never have left my 
business. But I thought everything was in 
the very best condition, and had no knowl- 
edge of the intended action until I re- 
ceived the message calling me home. I 
have employed counsel and will endeavor 
to right the matters just as speedily as I 
can get my affairs in shape. The story of 
Mr. Thibadeau’s connection with the busi- 
ness dates back about two years. 

“About two years ago, it will be remem- 
bered, my wife was taken very ill. For 
nine long months I was with her all the 
time. I did not leave her bedside. When 
she was first taken ill I placed the entire 
management ef my business in the hands 
of my friend, Mr. Thibadeau, and gave 
into his keeping the complete control of 
the busienss. Then I left it in his manage- 
ment and paid no further attention to it. 
After .the nine months of anxiety and 
sleepless nights that were the result of my 
wife’s illness I returned to the city only 
to find that I was completely broken in 
health and spirits. Physicians were with 
me constantly and it was a narrow escape 
I had from death. On account of this ill- 
ness I had no opportunity to attend to 
business matters and Mr. Thibadeau was 
given full control. About two months ago 
I returned to my office and assumed con- 
trol. 

“Since that time I have not seen Mr. 
Thibadeau and do not know whether he is 
in the city or not. The attachments should 
not have been issued against him, as he 
did not own the business, but was employed 
on a salary. All the books have been turn- 
ed over to me, and I am able to pay every 
dollar that is owed by the firm. I went to 
New York for the purpose of enlarging the 
business and bought a very expensive fun- 
eral car. This does not intimate that I 
was embarrassed. No, it was not that I 
did not have the money with which to con- 
duct the business, but the attachmetns were 
filed for reasons that I cannot understand. 

“I have been informed since reaching the 
city that it was the firm of L. H. Hall & 
Co. that took the lead in the matter—why, 
I can’t say. I have traded with Mr. Hall 
for years; in f&ct, ever since he began 
business in the city. He has never lost 
one cent in his dealings with me. Just be- 
fore I left for New York I paid him a 
large amount that was not even due at the 
time. Everything has been pleasant be- 
tween us, and we have been long friends. 
I have employed Mr. Tom Glenn to repre- 
sent me in the matter and hope to have my 
affairs settled in a satisfactory manner in 
a few days.’’ 

Mr. Swift will begin at once to arrange 
his business and his friends believe he will 
Satisfy all claims that have been made. 


The attachments that were issued by At- ° 


lanta creditors have not as yet been served 
upon Mr. Thibadeau, as he could not be Jo- 
cated by the officers.
